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LAW REFORM. 


Oot of the midst of the rushing sound of Mr. Gladstone’s financial 
measures there has at length been heard the calm voice of her 
Majesty’s Attorney-General, enunciating the first intentions of the 
Government in the way of Law Reform. It is simple justice to say 
that the first step has been successful, and is fruitful in promise. It 
was no light task to grapple with an enormous evil like our system 
of bankruptcy law, and it required some moral courage to descend 
into the doubtful atmosphere which hangs about those (we may be 
excused for using the only apt word) seedy courts wherein the 
sad and squalid affairs of untrading insolvency are administered, 
In truth, notwithstanding a good deal that has been done, and a 
vast deal more that has been talked of late years, about the amend- 
ment of the law, it also requires some steadfastness to encounter 
that section of the House of Commons which, of course, bristles up 
at every mention of things legal, and which consists of a phalanx more 
or less compact of some 120 or 130 lawyers, all of them labouring 
under the very obvious difficulty of being unable to distinguish 
between law as it is and law as it ought to be. Here is constantly 
to be encountered that fallacy which pervades the legal mind, 
and which consists in the notion that professional lawyers are 
always seeking after the attainment of truth, whereas the fact is that 
there is in their acquired organisation something hostile to the 
accurate perception of truth. It is impossible to believe in the 
desire of mere lawyers (few of whom expand into the compre- 
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hensiveness of legislators) for law reform in their collective 
capacity. A single lawyer may read his book as it is, but a col- 
lection of them will invariably read it, like witches, backwards. 
Few of them have escaped from the necessity of their 
situation, which induces them to be always illogically 
taking consequences and putting them amongst causes. Among 
such a class of men, whatever their abstract professions 
may be, a man like Sir Richard Bethell is certain to be 
unpopular, because he has, with a singular disregard of personal 
interest, by word and deed evinced a desire to break down a 
system in which his brethren have so long burrowed and grubbed 
for mere money. In the hands of a man actuated by such motives, 
even though he possessed far less ability and less experience than 
he s confessedly master of, the subject of law reform ad be 
deemed to be well placed. 

In considering the single question of the amendment of the 
law of bankruptcy and insolvency with which the Attorney- 
General has started, we are struck at the outset with what seems 
a proof of his sincerity. He begins by acknowledging that he 
has not had—we will not say the courage, but the audacity— 
to attempt too much. He acknowledges that he has shrunk 
from asking for the entire abolition of imprisonment for debt 
contracted without that species of fraud which brings it 
within the category of a criminal offence Of the impolicy, 
of the inutility, and of the melancholy absurdity of that 
system, no man is more thoroughly convinced ‘han he 











but he tacitly prefers to get rid of it by a gradual process 
of sapping rather than of direct assault. No want of energy 
or determination, however, is shuwn in the mode in which 
the monstrous anomaly of a court like that which is said, by a 
ridiculous misnomer, to administer the estates of bankrupts is 
dealt with. If ever there was a system invented and perfected 
to cause confusion and conflict of decision, irregularity and want 
of finality in administration, it is to be found in that dingy and 
inconvenient building in Basinghall-street which, built some- 
thing on the plan of an Eastern caravanserai, seems to have 
acquired a great deal of the moral and physical uncleanness of its 
prototype. Without going further into detail, it is only necessary 
to confess satisfaction at the prospect of the sweeping away of the 
knot of remarkable gentlemen entitled Commissioners, whose fan- 
tastic tricks would be comic if they were not accompanied by the 
gnashings of teeth of tantalised creditors, and the sighs and groans 
of bewildered bankrupts; and the substitution in their place of a 
single Judge, whose position shall be equal in every respect to 
that of a Vice-Chancellor, or a Puisne Judge of the Common-Law 
Courts. This change, accompanied as it is by a corresponding 
establishment for the administrative as compared with the 
judicial functions of the Court, will strike at the very root of the 
costs of the existing system. As far, too, as we have been evils 
to form an opinion, the machinery for the administration of bank- 
rupte’ estates will go far towards the removal of that fearful 
system of expense which has simply converted the present 
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Court of Bankrup‘cy into a den of ravenous officials, who 
devour st the least thirty per cent of the proceeds of 
the estates which they pro‘ess to collect for the benefit 
of creditors. Imagine the cost of the collection, wichin 
a given time, of a sum of two millions reaching to the amount of 
£600,000. The enactments by which it is proposed to give 
facilities for the arrangement of the affairs of bankrupts for the 
benefit of their creditors under the sanction of the Court would 
seem to have the merit of simplicity and comparative inexpensive- 
ness, and will probably go far to save a vast deal of available 
money from that waste aud loss which the existing condition of 
the bankrupt law and its mi:erable system of administration has 
caured, inasmuch as a considerable quantity of what might be good 
and are large estates, which are now held from the sordid precincts 
of Basinghall-street, would readily find their way into a court pro. 
perly constituted for dealing with theclaims of creditors. The con- 
templated abolition of the distinction which now obtains between 
bankruptcy and insolvency seems to be not only just but wise. As 
the law now stands it appears to contemplate dishonesty as a 
neceseary adjunct of insolvency, by no means an inevitable state 
of things; and to a great extent treating insolvents as persons 
who are to be criminally punished for incurring debt does not 
appear to have taken creditors and their rights into consideration 
at all. In the present state of things a fraudulert debtor may 
absolutely possess an estate which he can, by a little management 
enjoy under the insolvent law, in defiance of his creditors ; while 
the unfortunate but poor insolvent, who has not the means of 
running away, has his future earnings clogged with liability, is 
unable with safety even to make suc’ a provision for his family as 
jife assurance affords, and, in short, has his exertions paralysed by 
the feeling that at any time he may be stripped of any property 
he may have acquired, only because he has not been what is 
technically called a bankrupt. The provisions proposed for 
removing this anomaly seem to be calculated to produce benefit 
at once to creditors and debtors. 

An examination of the details of this measure will probably. go 
a great way to show that there is less of tinkering about this 
amendment of a branch of the law than usually characterises 
that which is dignified with the name of legal reform. A very 
near approach seems to have been made towards codification as 
distinguished from that which has hitherto been called consolida- 
tion. It is earnestly to be hoped that more of this spirit and 
object will be infused into those legal alterations and improvements 
which are understood to be ready to be submitted to Parliament. 
Some time ago the House of Commons sanctioned an address to 
the Crown praying for the establishment of a department of the 
State which should be designated the Ministry of Justice, to the 
charge of which should be committed the amendment of the law 
and the technical administration of legislation, as contained in the 
framing of Acts of Parliament. We cannot help expressing a 
wieh that such an arrangement should be made, and that Sir 
Richard Bethell, if he could be induced to forego the labours and 
emoluments of his present professional life, and the ambition of 
a more ostensible social rank and position, as typified by the cus- 
tody of the Great Seal, to which he is clearly entitled, should be 
placed at the head of such a department. As things are the Lord 
Chancellor can be nothing more than the Chief Judge in Equity 
and the President of the House of Peers, functions which occupy 
his pereonal attention for six days in every week, and leave him no 
leisure, if it does not neutralise his inclination, for the revision and 
reconstruction of the law. This anomaly, not to say absurdity, 
of trusting the superintendence of the 1 egal department of the 
Government to an overworked official of this k ind isto be traced in 
the attempts which Lord Campbell, in common with other Chan- 
cellors, has made to introduce bills for the amendment of the law, 
Those which he has produced are specimens of that tinkering to 
which we have already alluded ; and the unsatisfactory manner in 
which they linger through the Session, only to be hurled into 
limbo in August, is quite enough to prove the necessity of 
beginning reforms in this direction by the erection of a new and, 
so to speak, individualised legal workshop. 

It is only those who, from time to time, have passed through 
the crucial process which, in our equity and law courts, is termed 
the administration of justice, that can understand, though even 
they can with difficulty describe, the anomalies of the resultless — 
in every sense, except the bleeding of the pocket of the suitor— 
system which pervades our Courte. There are times when, free 
and self-governing (save the mark!) Englishmen as we are, we 
cannot but long for an hour of that thorough dealing with abuses 
which characterised Cromwell when he sent a Purliament 
packing, and threatened to shut up, if he did not actually close, a 
corrupt and inefficient Court of Chancery. It is just possible that 
with a Minister of Justice well chosen and capable, and whose 
tenure of office should not depend on those changes of Govern 
ments which promise to be, if not exactly annual, at least occur 
rences every year and a half, some effort might be made to begin 
with the beginning, in the task of law reform, to establish a prin 
ciple, and then to create adequate machinery for carrying it out, 
instead of, as now, sprinkling a few grains of principle occasionally 
over the ra nk morass of our present system of administration of 
the law, where they soon sink and disappear for ever. From that 
convenient, because occult, treasury which is known by the name 
of the Consolidated Fund, and which does not pass through the 
ordeal, such as it is, of Parliamentary control, a sum is annnally 
drawn which counts by millions for the expenses of law and 
justice. Ought not the period to arrive, as the phrase goes, when 
something like an adequate return should be obtained for this 
expenditure of public money; and at the same time may we 
venture to insinuate, in a whisper, that perhaps the period ought 
also to arrive when individuals should be able to assert their 
rights and obtain redress for their wrongs without the necessity of 
a cost which ranges in particular cases from hundreds to thousands, 
and in the aggregate reaches to the doubtful] dignity of tens of 
millions ’

FOREIGN AND OOLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE. 

The Emperor received a deputation, on Wednesday afternoon, of 
those Savoyards who are favourable to the annexation to France, ani 
who are mostly from the district of Chambery. They were headed by 
the well-known Conservative speaker in the Sardinian Chambers, the 
Marquis of Beauregarde. The deputation presented the addresses. 
The Bapeer expressed his pleasure in receiving the deputation, anl 
the following iseaid to be the sense of his Majesty's speech :—Tho re- 
union of Savoy and Nice to France has been resolved upon in principle. 
The assent of Piedmont and the populations has been obtained to this 
rectification of the frontiers, and the negotiations with the Powers 
who signed the Treaty of 1815 permit the hope of a favourable 
examination of the question by the greater part of them. Friend- 
ship for Switzerland had almost caused a cession of territory to bo 
prom‘sed, which he believed would not be contrary to the wishes 
of Savoy; but, as soon as it was known that the population refused 
that Savoy should be dismembered, France renounced this cession, 
although wishing to protect the interests of Switzerland. On Satur- 
day (to-day) the deputation will dine at the Tuileries, 

Tbe Emperor presided on Tuesday at a Council of Ministers, at 
which the question of exempting sugars from duty was considered. 
The Moniteur of Tuesday contains a list of persons to whom decora- 
tions of the Legion of Honour are given for services rendered to the 
army in India. 

M. Michel Chevalier his been nominated a senator. 

The Moniteur contains a report of the Minister of War, Marshal 
Randon, proposing, as the ideas of war are receding, to reduce the 
effective of the battalions of Chasseurs from eight to six companies, 
the force which existed before 1853. The report is followed by a 
decree of the Emperor approving the ittaisterial pespensl. 

Letters from Toulon state that the French fleet has been recalled 
from Algesiras. 

The trial of the Mishop of Orleans for defamation, at the suit of the 
Siécle and Madame Bertin, niese of Mgr. Rousseau, began on 
Thursday, the 15th, and continued throughout the week. Judgment 
was given in the case on Monday. The complaint of the Sigcle was 
rejected on the ground of its being unfounded, The complaint made 
by the heirs of Rousseau was also rejected, the laws not making 
the defamation of a dead person actionable. 


SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 

A semi-official journal of Madrid declares that the war botweon 
Spain and Morocco must be continued, inasmuch as the Moors will 
not purchase peace by a cession of territory, although they are 
willing to make pecuniary sacrifices in order to obtain it. 

It is asserted that Generals Prim, Rios, and Labola have beon 
raised to the dignity of Grandees of Spain of the first class, 


ITALY. 
SAVOY AND NICE, 

The treaty relative to the cession of Savoy and Nice was signed at 
Turin before M, Thouvenel addressed his circular note of the 14th to 
the foreign Powers who signed the final act of Vienna. The objoct 
of this note is to disengage from the question of the cession of Savoy 
(spontaneously agreed to by the King of Sardinia) not only the 
question of the guaranteed neutrality of Switzerland, but also the 
principle of natural boundaries. M. Thouvenel explains the reasons 
which reduce the cession to a simple rectification of frontiers. He 
expresses, therefore, in the name of the French Government, a hope 
that the Powers who signed the final act of Vienna will appreciate the 
considerations set forth in his note with the same friendly feelings 
with which the communication of the new territorial arrangements 
concerted between France and Sardinia has been made to them. 

The Swiss Government has made a formal protest against the 
annexation of Savoy to France. It declares that the Federal Council 
has required the King of Sardinia to observe the treaty stipulations 
which relate to any cession of Savoy, and that the Swiss Government 
especially regards the annexation of Chablais, Faucizgny, and the 
Genevois to France as a breach of the treaties of 1815. It conse- 
quently protests against any annexation until “the Powers of 

Surope, to which the Imperial Government has itself declared that 
it would submit this question, shall have decided.” 

Two despatches from M. de Thouvenel on the subject of the 
annexation of Savoy and Nice to France were published in Thursday's 
Moniteur - one to Count de Persigny, the French Minister at the 
English Court, and the other to M. Tillos, Chargé d’ Affaires at Berne. 
There is little, if anything, that is new in the first named of those 
despatches. The annexation of Savoy and of the county of Nice to 
France is considered necessary to the security of the latter, now that 
Sardinia has so greatly enlarged her territories ; but the cession will 
be made free from all violence and from all constraint—it 
being the firm intention of the French Governmeat so to arrange 
it, as far as the territories of Savoy, subject to an eventual noutrali- 
sation, are concerned, so as not to injure any acquired right, 
and not to affect any legitimate interest. In the despatch to 
M. Tillos surprise is expressed that the Government of Switzerland 
should have protested against the annexation of Savoy to France, 
instead of relying on the justice of the Emperor Napoleon, from 
whom Switzerland has received so many proofs of his interest and 
friendship. The conventions and treaties with respect to Savoy, 
entered into at different periods, are analysed, and M. de Thouvenel 
comes to the conclusion that the Federal Council has no foundation 
for invoking them in oP ing the cession of Savoy to France ; ia 
fact, that the Counci Geeenl has interposed without legitimate 
grounds in the arrangements which the Governments of the Emperor 
and the King of Sardinia propose to conclude. M. Thouvenel states, 
however, that the French Government is disposed to adopt any com- 
promises suggested, whether for the general interest or especially

This message was received with 
applause. The President proposed the dissolution of the Assembly, 
and @ vote of thanks to the Government for having supported 
Italian unity. Signori Montanelli and Maoquini spoke against 
the proposal of the President. The former accepts the result of the 
universal suffrage, but said that the Assembly must already be 
locked upon as dead. The latter refused to vote the thanks of the 
Assembly to the Government, who, he said, hag not dono all it could 
have done to accomplish the union. Signor Panatoni energetically 
defended the Government; and the Assembly, almost unanimously, 
and amid shouts of “Viva il Ré!” voted the proposal of the 
President. A note from the Government of Tuscany addressed to 
Europe explains the reasons why the vote by universal suffrage 
rendered annexation to Piedmont a necessity. The Tuscan Monitore 
states that a first instalment of one and two franc pieces, with the 
effigy of King Victor Emmanue!, has been issued by the Mint of 
Florence, and that a large quantity of decimal copper m oney coined 
in England for Tuscany will soon be sent over. 

The Patrie of Tuesday evening says :—“ 50,000 men are about t> 
be levied in Tuscany and 25,000 in the Amilian provinces, which will 
increase the Sardinian army to nearly 300,000 men. It is asserted 
that Piedmont will contract a loan of 150 millions of francs,” 

On Wednesday the French army commenced its return movement 
to France—the 80th Regiment of the line by way of Susa, one 
company per day; the 2nd Regiment of the line by way of Nice, 
one battalion departing daily. 

ROME. 
Yesterday weck a great manifestation in favour of the Pope took 
lace at the Vatican. This provoked a counter-demonstration on 
Sender, which was, however, immediately repressed. 

The French Cabinet's last despatch to the Papal Government has 
elicited from Cardinal Antonelli such a reply as mizht have been 
expected. The Cardinal declares that the overthrow of the Papal 
authority in the Romagna is attributable solely to Sardinia, and he 
can see no reason why foreign troops should not suppress a revolt 
whose present success is due to foreign assistance. The Pope cannot 
and will not cede any portion of the territory which belongs to the 
whole Catholic Church ; and the Government of the Romagna, by a 
lay vicar, nominally owing allegiance to the Pope, would be equi- 
valent to a cession of the province. The Pope cannot grant any 
reforms until his subjects shall have submitted to his authority. In 
short, the Pope will yield nothing, and will unceasingly protast, 
relying on ‘ the assistance of God.” 

NAPLES. 

The state of Naples is represented as most deplorable. Arrests aro 
made daily, and the nobles and princes of the land exiled till scarcely 
one is left suspected of caring to breathe the air of liberty. Govern- 
ment is preparing a general mobilisation of the rural guards. General 
Filangieri and Signor Cumbo have resigned. Prince Casaro has been 
appointed President of the Council. Signor Comitini enters the 
Cabinet without a portfolio. ‘The Court of Vienna has disapproved 
of the revere measures which were intended. An Austrian General 
has arrived at Naples. The Ambassadors of the Western Powors 
have given advice to the King. 


AUSTRIA. 


The Court of Austria considers the annexation of Central Italy to 
Piedmont as a flagrant violation of the Treaty of Zurich, which for- 
mally reserved the rights of the deposed Princes, and has resolved to 
adjourn the renewal of official relations with the Court of Turin. In 
consequence of this resolve, Baron de Brenier, who was to fulfil the 
function of repreeentative of Austria at Turin, has returned to his 
former post at Athens. 

The French Ambassador, the Marquis de Moustier, informed tho 
Austrian Government a few days ago of the approaching evacuation 
of Lombardy by the French troops, and in the name of his Govern- 
ment expressed a wish that, after the departure of the French troops, 
Austria, in accordance with the principles contained in Count 
Rechberg’s despatch of the 17th of February, would continue to 
observe non-intervention in the affairs of Central Italy. The Aus- 
trian Goyernment has dispatched its reply direct to Paris. The 
Austrian note says that since the interview at Villafranca 
the Emperor Francis Joseph has made too many sacrifices 
for the maintenance of peace to be able to recommence a 
struggle which would soon become a European war. But, although 
keeping a merely observant attitude, Austria believes, nevertheless, 
that she must draw the attention of France to the secret intrigues 
of Sardinian agents in Venetia, as well as to the continued provoca- 
tions of the Piedmontese Ministry, and she repeats most distinctly 
that the Emperor Francis Joseph would not hesitate to make the 
greatest sacrifices in defence of his rights over Venetia. 

M, Steiger, the Swiss Chargé d’Affairos at Vienna, has presented 
a circular note to Count Rechberg, in which the Federal Council 
protests to the Powers who guaranteed the treaties of Vienna against 
any measure having for its object the incorporation of Chablais and 
yee with the French empire. Count Rechberg replied that 
A a reserves her definitive reply until she has ascertained the 
disposition of Europe; but he reminded M. Steiger that, last year, 
when the French troops were conveyed by railroad from Culoz to 
Chambery, the Austrian Cabinet in vain represented to Switzerland, 
as well as to the great Powers, that the neutrality of that part of 
Savoy should be respected. By the passage of the French troo; 
that neutrality was openly violated, contrary to the treaties of 1815. 
kK On the 15th inst. about two hundred students attempted a de- 
monstration in the churches and churchyerds of Pesth. Several 
of them were arrested. On an attempt being made to rescue 
the police resorted to their weapons, and wounded several persons, 
The population did not in any way take part in this demonstration, 


PRUSSIA, 


A letter from Berlin in the Borsenhalle says :— 

Our Cabinet has forwarded to Paris, relative to the Savoy question, a 
declaration which explains, while waiting for those of the other great 
Powers, its objections on the subject of the incorporation of Savoy and 
Nice. The observations made in s document refer partly to principles, 
partly to material facts. As regards principles, Prussia points out how 
dangerous appear to it the application of theories of ‘‘ natural frontiors,” 
‘* npiversal suffrage,” &c. As regards the fact itself, Prussia declare sopenly 
that the cession of the slopes of the Alps to Franoe seriously weakens the 
security of the frontiers of Switzerland and Germany. Of course, this 
communication, which is isolated, and not supported by any other Power, 
is couched in very moderate terms; it cannot be looked upon as a protest 
against the annexation. : 

The Prussian Chamber of Deputies has adopted, by a majority of 
201 to 105, the bill for repealing the old usury laws. A letter states 
that the Chamber of Nobles will probably reject the bill. The nobles, 
as landowners, fear that it would cause a rise in the rato of interest, 
and render the borrowing of money on morigage more difficult, 


HOLLAND. 


The Communal Council of Amsterdam has resolved to raise a loan 
of three millions of florins for the purpose of making a canal to con- 
nect Amsterdam directly with the Northern Sea. 


UNITED STATES. 

in the Senate Mr. Sumner has introduced a reso'ution calling for 
copies of all correspondence relative to maritime law and noutral 
rights which may have passed between the American and any foreign 
Government since the Congress of Paris. 

The House of resentatives has elected the Rev. Thomas H. 
Stockton, of Philadelphia, as their Chaplain, and they have passed a 
bill :educing the mileage of members of Congress. A resolution has 
been adopted providing for a Committee to investigate charges here- 
tofore made against the President of an attempt to bribe cortain 
members of the House. 

A resolution was pending to place five millions of dollars at the 
disposal of the President to pay the expenses of volunteors sent to 
the Rio Grande. a 

The Senate of Virginia have rejected the minority report favour- 
ing a southern conference, and agreed to the majoriiy report, which 
is adverse to such a conference.

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LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


The following telegrams were received through Mr. Reuter’s office 
yesterday (Friday) morning :— 


Turin, Thursday.—Baron Ricasoli arrived here to-day, and was 
received by the King at four o'clock. His Majesty, in reply to a 
covgratulatory speech of Baron Ricasoli, said:—‘‘I accept the vote 
of ‘Tuscany, which, after having been expressed by the National 
Assembly, is now confirmed by the unanimity of the popular suf- 
reges. ‘Tuscany, in associating her destinies with those of Piedmont, 
far from renouncing, continues her glorious traditions, and augments 
their importance by uniting them to those of the other parties of the 
State. Tho Parliament in which the representatives of Tuscany 
will teke their seats, beside those of Piedmont, Lombardy, and the 
Aimilia, will bring the laws of the country into conformity with the 
fruitful principle of liberty. Thus Tuscary will enjoy the blessings 
of administrative autonomy without weakening the union of power 
and the national will, upon which the prosperity and independence of 
the country are principally dependent.” The King then signed the 
decree annexing Tuscany to Sardinia. 

Panis, Thursday.—The Patrie of this evening says: —‘‘ Tho Sar- 
dinian troops have commenced the evacuation of Savoy. Tho first 
detachment of the French troops returning from Lombardy will 
arrive in Savoy on the 25th inst.’ 

LEGHORN, Thursday.—Count de Mosbourg, who (a tilie officiewr) 
occupied the post of French Chargé d’Affaires in Tuscany, has 
engaged a suite of apartments in this city. As soon as the annoxa- 
tion of Tuscany to Piedmont shall have been promulgated, the 
French Legation at Florence will be dissolved, and its emp!oyé¢s will 
in the meantime retire to Leghorn in accordance with the last in- 
structions received from Paris. 





RUSSIA. 

The following speech was addressed by the Emperor, on the 4th 
inst., to the members of the committees from the twenty-four 
governments of the Second Convocation :— 

Gentlemen,—I begin by renewing the expression of my gratitude to the 
nobility of the three governments of Lithuania, who have first set the 
example, and have laboured on the common work. 

Then addressing all the members of the committee collectively : — 

As for you, gentlemen, I will say to you what I have already said to your 
Government-Marshals. I shall say to you that a holy work is in hand, and 
that it clorely affects my heart. I am convinced that you also will rezard 
it as a holy work. I have two objects, or rather I ought to say I have only 
one, the good of the country, and I have no doubt you have the same object. 

I desire that the improvement of the lot of the peasantry should not b2 
mcrely nominal, but a reality, and that the transition should be effected 
peaceably end without a shock. 

That cannot be effected without some sacrifices on your part. I wish 
there sacrifices to be as little onerous to the nobility as possible. 

A prcgramme is in existence, drawn up for your labours, which defines 
your direct duties. You have to answer questions that will be put to you 
For the rest, if you find it necessary to add any considerations of your own, 
you can express them in special memorials that will be examined and laid 
Lefcre me. Act unanimously with the general welfare in view. 

I know that absurd rumours have been in circulation. Doubtless they 
have reached your ears. It has been said that my confidence in the nobility 
hae beon impaired ; that is a falsehood andacalumny. Pay no attention 
to them, and trustin me. From the beginning I addressed myself to the 
nobility with full confidence ; it is with the same confidence I address you 
now. I depend on your justifying my expectation by your acts. 

My Minister of the Interior and Count Panine, whom I have created 
President of the Examining Committee in the place of General Rostovtoff, 
are acquainted with my intentions and my views on this question. They will 
be able to communicate them to you in detail. You must assist us, gentle- 
men. Therefore, gentlemen, with God’s help, set to work. 


Turning to Count Panine, the Emperor added :— 


Count Panine, I recommend to you your colleagues in the work. I am 
convinced they will conscientiously perform their -work. Monsieur le 
Ministre, I beg you to conduct with prudence and reflection this affair to 
the end proposed ; I do not wish it to be procrastinated. 


INDIA. 

The Overland Bombay mail brings good news. Oa the llth of 
February notification was made that the Fivo-and-a-Half por Cent 
Loan was open, and was limited to £5,000,000. There was a rush in 
the capital of each of the three Presic encies to obtain a share of the 
loan. It was all taken up in two hours, and when the mail left the 
stock was being quoted at a premium of 2} to 3. An income tax of 
two and four per cent, and a State paper currency, are announced. 
The income tax will be two per cent on incomes of twenty to fifty 

ounds, and above that four per cent. No class will be exempt. The 

icense Bill has been modified, and the szale reduced to one rupee, 
four rupees, and ten rupees. Important alterations are to be made 
in the tariff. The duty on twist and yarn is to be raised to ten per 
cent. Saltpetre is to be subject to a duty of two rupees per maund 
of cighty-two pounds. Hemp, jute, hides, wool flax, tea, and coffee, 
are to be free of duty. Twenty per cent duties are to be lowered to 
ten per cent. Every one in India seems to think that the worst 
of the financial difficulties are over, that India has seen the last of 
an ennual deficit, and that the path is clear for a glorious develop- 
ment of the resources of that great empire. 

As a contrast to this gratifying picture a very painful piece of 
news comes from Calcutta, Onthe 7th of last month a telegram 
was received in that city from Chittagong to the effect that the 
Kookies were up in arms against Government. This was followed 
by snother, saying that they fled before the police battalion. The 
ae must have been very c'ose to the station, as the time was 
very brief between the announcement of the rising and the account 
of their meeting with the troops, dated from Kareem Haut. Upwards 
of a thousand persons, according to another report, were said to 
have been massacred by the Kookies in two days ; but there is every 
reason to consider this an exaggeration, if it have even any founda- 
tion in fact. With this exception tranquillity prevailed throu rhout 
the peninsula; but preparations were active for the dispatch of 
ticops to China.

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 





The Earl of Shrewsbury and Talbot is to preside at the anni- 
versary festival of the Hospital for D'seases of the Chest, Victoria Park, 
which will take place at the London Tavern on the 17th of April. 


At the Surrey Sessions, on Tuesday, four women were convicted 
of shoplifting, and sentenced to four years’ penal servitude. The prisoners, 
who cried, or appeared to do so, before the sentence was passed, now com- 
menced blaspheming, singing, and dancing. 


The Highland Society of London held its anniversary festival on 
Wednesday evening, at the Freemasons’ Tavern, to commemorate the battle 
of Alexardria—Lord Elcho in the chair. The guests numbered about ene 
hundred, and the dinner and wines were of the usually excellent kind 
obtained at this tavern. 


Bunyan Monument.—At a meeting held at the Freemasons’ 
Tavern on Monday (Lord Shaftesbury in the chair) a resolution was passed 
declaring it to be very desirable that a statue to the memory of Bunyan 
should be erected, by public subscription, in one of the leading thorough- 
fares of the metropolis. 


The Royal Botanic Society held the first of its spring exhibitions 
on Wednesday at the Gardens in Regent’s Park. The exhibition consisted 
chiefly of cinerarias, azaleas, hyacinths, andiulips. Some of the specimens 
of the former were singularly fine—in fact, far superior to any hitherto 
shown at this period of the year. 


BruyeLt Memortat.—A meeting is to be held at the King’ 
Arms Hotel, New Palace-yard, Westminster, on Friday, the 30th inst., a3 
half-past four, to decide upon the nature of the memorial to be erected to 
memory of the late Mr. Brunel. Subscriptions amounting to about £2000 
have already been promised in aid of the above object. 


Binrus anpD Dratus —Last week the births of 1046 boys and 
977 girle—in all 2023 children—were registed in London. In the ten cor- 
responding weeks of the years 1850-59 the average number was 1724.—— 
The dcaths, which bad declined to 1397, rose again to 1563 in the week that 
ended last Saturday. In the ten years 1850-59 the average number of 
deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week, corrected for increase of 
population, is 1362. ‘The deaths of last week were therefore in excess of 
the estimated number by 201. 


Manrixe Socrery.—On Wednesday evening the anniversary 
festival of this establishment, fur the equipment, maintenance, and instruc- 
tion of destitute boys for the Royal Navy and merchant service, was held 
at the London Tavern. The Duke of Somerset took the chair; and there 
were also present the Earl of Romney, the Lord Mayor, Admirals Sir 
George and Michael Seymour, Admirals Sartorius, Gordon, and Marsham ; 
Captain Frederick, R N ; General SirC. Pasley, and Colonel Stransham,R. M. 
Subscriptions to the amount of nearly £600 were announced before the 
close. 

Tue Benevovent Socrery or 8t. Patrick.—The annual festival 
of this society was held last Saturday at the Freemasons’ Tavern. About 
150 of its friends and supporters assembled on that occasion. Viscount 
Maseareene and Ferrard occupied the chair. The Chairman having given 
the usual loyal and national toasts, jay were that of the evening— 
“‘ Prosperity to the St. Patrick’s Benevolent Society,” and, in doing so, took 
occasion to ray that 500 children were clothed and partially fed by means of 
the charity. The Chairman subsequently proposed “ The Bar of Ireland,” 
which was acknowledged by Mr. Deasy. The amount of subs:riptions 
obtained for the charity war, im the course of the evening, announced t» be 
about £920, inclusive of a subscription of 100 guineas from her Majesty. 


Artists’ Bexnevotent Founp.—The annual meeting of this 
society, which was established in 1810, for the relief of the widows and 
orphens of artists, was held on Tuesday at the Freemasons’ Tavern—Mr. 
Dimond in the chair. Since the formation of the fund the sum of £22 000 
has been distributed in relieving widows and orphans of British artists. 
During the past year fifty-four widows received sums amounting in the 
total to £801, pot seventcen orphans received amongst them £76. Contri- 
butions and subscriptions continue to be received from the patrons of the 
fine arts, and from the members of the Artists’ Fund; the institution also 
continues to receive the patronage and liberal support of her Majesty. The 
statement of accounts showed that the ordinary income amounted to £377, 
and the extraordinary income to £247, which included the annual donation 
of £105 from her Majesty—the total income amounting to £1335, and the 
expenditure to £1120, leaving a balance of £265. Lord Stanley has con- 
sented to preside at the annual dinner on the 12th of May. 


Bunyan Monvument.—On Monday evening a meeting was held 
at the Freemasons’ Tavern, under the presidency of the Right Hon. the 
Earl of Shaftesbury, to take into consideration the most appropiate means 
for raising by public subscription a metropolitan monument to John 
Bunyan. The meeting was attended by many gentlemen of influence in 
the Establiehed Church and cissenting congregations, and the following 
resolution was agreed to timanimously :—* That, in the opinion of this 
meeting, the abeence of any — record for a period of nearly two hundred 
years to the memory of so distinguished a man as Jolin Bunyan is a matter 
deeply to be regretted, and that his eminentservices in the cause of religion, 
and his untiring zeal for the welfare of his fellow-men, demand the lasting 

atitude of Christendom. It is therefore considered by this meeting to 

very desirable that a statue to his memory be erected by public sub- 

scription in one of the leading and most public thoroughfares in the 
metropolis.” 

Fiout wit Burciars.—Early on Sunday morning a desperate 
struggle took place between three burglars and a butler at No. 30, York- 
place, Portman-equare. It appears that the thieves had entered the house- 
keeper's room, which communicates with the butler’s pantry, and having 
succeeded in obtaining possession of the plate they had it packed up ready 
for removal; but. imagining that they might carry off other valuables, a 
scarch commenced, the noise of which awoke the housekeeper, who scream- 
ing violently brought the butler to her assistance, armed with a dagger ; 
on his approach the light was extinguished, and an onslaught was made by 
the 1uffians, who stabbed and cut the defender of his master’s property. 
In the meantime the butler was not idle, but on stabbing one of the ruffi ms 
the dagger broke, and he was felled to the ground by a severo blow from a 
life-preserver. The most stringent investigation into the circumstances 
connected with the affair is now being made by the police, and the constable 
who was on duty on the beat has been suspended, 


Tue Femave Scnoor or Art, Gower-street.—An appeal for 

assistance is being circulated on behalf of this rchool. It wa: established 
by Government in the year 1842, at Somerset House; but, from want of 
accommodation, it was afterwards removed to adjacent premises in the 
Etrand, and then to Gower-strect, in February, 1852 Its objects are to 
enable young women of the middle class to obtain an honourable and pro- 
fitable employment, and to improve ornamental design in manufacture by 
cultivating the taste of the designer. Since 1852 690 students have entered 
at the school, and the present number is 118, of whom 77 are studying with 
a view of ultimately maintaining themselves. It is now stated that, in 
spite of the euccess which has hitherto attended the school, the Committee 
of Council on Education have intimated their intention of withdrawing 
their special assistance (amounting to £500 per annum) unless it can be 
laced on a self-supporting basis. The appeal then quotes a letter from 
Mer. Redgrave, testifyin to the value of the school; and it is then stated 
that, to purchase suitable premises and to make them thoroughly complete, 
at least £2000 is required, which sum the public is invited to supply. 

HospiTaL FOR THE PARALYTIC AND Epitertic.—On Monday 
the opening of an inetitution for the reception of paralytic and epileptic 
patients took place at No. 24, Queen-square, Bloomsbury. The chair was 
taken by Mr Alderman Wire. The proceedings having been opened by 
prayer, the Chairman, after explaining the objects of the meeting, stated 
thatthe subecriptions received amounted to £1300, and the board of manage- 
ment had consequently taken spacious and airy premises, which met fully 
the approval of their medical officers, and were exactly the place they 
required. From the vast number of persons attacked by these fearful mala- 
dies there would be an ample field for their labours. The report read by 
Mr. J. Parker gave astatement of the donations, receipts, and expenditure, 
and stated that £300 had been placed out at interest. The Chairman 
arnovneed that Miss Burdett Coutts had become an annual subscriber of 
£50. The report was adepted, as were the rules of the institution. On the 
motion of Mr. Clarke, the hospital was formally opened for the reception of 
patients. A resolution to form a ladiés' commiteee, under the auspices of 
Miss Chandler, was then proposed and carried, after which a vote of thauks 
was passed to the chairman, and the proceedings terminated. 

Tne ZooroaicaLSociety’s GaRDENS.—Following close upon the 
great salamander of Japan, the arrival of which we reported last week, a 
second novelty of no less singular aspect, but belonging toa different class of 
beings, has just arrived at the Zoological Society’s Gardens. This consists 
of two living specimens of the celebrated bird of the White Nile, first made 
known to naturalists in 1851 through the exertions of the Abyssinian 
traveller, Mansfield Parkyns, and named by Mr. Gould ba/leniceps rex. The 
whale-head, as its name imports, isa large stork, provided with an enor- 
mous pelican-like bil), and further resembling the latter bird in ite capacit 
for devouring fish. Mr. Petherick, her Britannic Majesty’s Vice-Consul at 
Chartivum, at the junction of the White and Blue Niles, has the credit of 
first introducing this extraordinary creature into Europe in a living state. 
In the month of June of last year Mr. Petherick a*sembled at Chartoum 
two clephants, two rhinoceroses, four hippopotami, and nine rare birds for 
conveyance to Europe. Of this noble collection the present pair of the 
balaniceps and one young male hippopotamus alone have sarvived the nine 
months’ journey to London. The balwniceps inhabits the reedy marshes on 
the banks of the White Nile, beyond the fourth degree of north latitude, 
where it was obtained by Mr. Petherick during his arduous explorations 
into those regions, of which he has lately given an account before the Royal 
Geographical Society. The Zoological Society’s specimens are suffering 
from the rough us«ge they met with during the bal passage from Alex- 
andria to Southampton, but there ie a prospect of their speedy recovery. 





COUNTRY NEWS. 





The first stone of a new Roman Catholic chapel was laid at 
Bolton, on Tuesday, by Bishop Turner, in the presence of a large concourse 
of people. 

Sir Joseph Copley, Bart., has forwarded a Conation of £100 to 
the National Life-boat Institution in aid of the cost cf two life-boat estab- 
lishments at the back of the Isle of Wight. 

Martin Macdonagh, a native of Ennis, was interred on Sunday. 
after having attained the extraordinary age of 108 years. The deceased 
enjoyed excellent health up to a short time previous to his death. 

A marble tablet has been erected on one of the walls of the Old 
Church, Ayr, by Mrs. Neill, of Swinridgemuir, and her daughters, in 
memory of the late Colonel Neill and bis three sons, the latter of whom all 
died in the service of their country. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland gave the usual ball in honour 
of the patron’saint of Ir:land, at the Castle, Dublin, on Tuesday evening, 
but his Excellency was not present, owing to the demise of Lady Dover. 
There was an excellent attendance. 

George Solloway has been committed to Reading gaol, charged 
with having caused the death of a paralytic idiot. William Vicars, in the 
Windsor Union workhouse, by pouring several buckets of cold water over 
him as a punishment for uncleanly habits. 

As two men, named King and Naylor, were wrestling in play 
at Warrington, last week, they fell, King undermost, when he was found 
to have sustained a severe injury of the spinal marrow, and expired the 


next day. At the inquest Naylor was present, and appeared to he 
suffering from great anguish of mind. Verdict—‘ omicide by misad- 
venture.” 


Death FROM THE Usk or TaLtow as A Satve.—A young 
lady, living near Ludlow, recently met her death from the following 
incident :—Finding her lip chapped from the wind, she applied tallow 
to it, which is supposed to have contained some poisonous matter or 
fat that had been much cecomposed. Her lip shortly afterwards began to 
swell, and increased every day fora week, when sho expired in great agony. 

The verdict of the jury on the accident at the Tottenham 
station of the Eastern Counties Railway, from the offects of which seven 
persons have died, was as follows :—‘‘ We find that the deceased men met 
with their deaths from the breaking of the tire of one of the leading whoels 
of the engine, in consequence of tho defective weld ; and wo are of opinion 
that, bad proper caution and vigilance been used, the same might have 
been detected.” 

AccipentaL Porsoninc.—A melancholy case of accidental 
poisoning has occurred in the Isle of Man. A Prussian brig got upon one ef 
the banks in Rameay harbour and become a total wreck. The stores were 
therefore sent on shore, and on Friday se’nnight the cook, in preparing the 
men’s supper, uecd by mistake a quantity of arsenic instead of arrowr ot. 
Seven persons partook of the deadly meal, and in twenty minutes one of 
them, the captain’s son, was a corpse. Two others expired in the course of 
the night, while a fourth remains in a dangerous condition. 


A Pavurer Kititzrp py a Corin Bata.—The Coroner for 
Berkshire has held an inquest on the body of William Vicars, a pauper 
inmate of the Old Windsor Union Workhouse. It was stated in evidence 
that the deceased had been put into a cold-water bath before and since 
Christmas by George Solloway, who had care of him, and who had fetched 
teven or eight pails of cold water from a rain-waterbut, and poured it upon 
deceased the week before last. His death had, medical witnesses thought, 
been immediately caused by this proceeding. The jury, after a short con- 
sultation, returned a verdict of ‘* Manslaughter” against Solloway, and the 
Corcner issued his warrant for the committal of the prisoner to Rea ling 
gacl to take his trial at the next assizes. 


FirE anp Loss or Lire.— Earl 
broke out on the premises of Mr. Dic » fra Market-place, Preston, 
Origirating in a room immediately over the shop, the flames spread wih 
terrific rapidity, and one of the servants and Mr. Dick found themselves 
compelled, the latter with an infant in his arms, to leap from a window in 
ibe third story; while Mrs. Dick, much scorched and bruised, escaped, 
almost miraculously, by one of the back windows. In the top story slept a 
servant girl and one of Mr. Dick’s children, a boy of four years of age: the 
fire did not enter the rocm they occupied, but they fell victims to the 
ascending smoke and heat. Mr. and Mrs, Dick, the infant, and the girl 
who leaped through the window, sustained very serious injuries, but fatal 
results are not anticipated. 

SkeLeton Founn ty tHE Grounrs or Kyockieer Caster, 
Ki_parr.—A singular discovery was made last week on the estate of Mr. 
John De Montmorency, in the county of Kildare. As some workrhen were 
opening an intrenchment near the ruins of an old castle (many of which are 
in that neighbourhood) they came upon a vault in which was found the 
remains of a skeleton in a recumbent position. In his hand was found a 
sword with a jewelled hilt, and beside him was a breastplate and helmet, 
also a drinking-cup. A box was found in the vault contain'ng 
scme coins of the velgn of King John, with a small ruby cross, and some 
parch ments, which were transmitted to Dublin. The whole is in the pos- 
sersion of the Hon. Michael Walsh, Newtown House, who has devoted much 
time and attention to antiquarian pursuits, 


Tue Murper or a Cutty By ITs Lunatic Motaer.—Mary 
Titley, a married woman, was arraigned at the Stafford Assizes yesterda 
week for the murder of her child, a boy about three years old, on the 10th 
instant, at Wednesfield, near Wolverhampton. The dreadful act was por- 

‘rated with a razor, with which the child’s head was nearly severed from 
Ite bedy. Some time ago the mer was in the County Asylum, bit in 
May was liberated, cured. When called upon to plead she looked very 
vacant atthe Judge and said, ‘I certainly did murder the child.” Mr. 
Scotland, who appeared for the defence, suggested that the Bg any was 
not in a fit state to plead; and Mr. Justice Keating ordered the jury to be 
empanneled to try whether she was now in a state of mind which enabled 
her to understand the meaning of a plea. Mr. Hughes, surgeon, dep wed 
that, from conversations which he had had with the prisoner, he was of 
opinion that she was labouring under delusions, but that she was competent 
to plead. Dr. Bower, the chief medical superintendent of the Staffordshire 
Lunatic Asylum, believed that the prisoner was unable to understand the 
difference between “ guilty” and “ not guilty.” The jury returned a verlict 
of ‘‘Insanity ;” and Mr. Justice Keating ordered her to be kept in confine- 
ment during her Majesty's pleasure. 


Tue Case oF THE Bisnor oF Brecurs.—A Synod of the 
Bishops of the Scottish mee Church was held at Edinburgh, on 
Thursday week, to give judgment in the case of the Bishop of Brecsin. 
The episcopal — present were the Bishop of Edinburgh (primus), and 
the Bishops o' cray, St. Andrews, Aberdeen, and Glasgow. The Bishop 
of Brechin was accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Keble and other gent emen. 
The ‘‘prcsentment,” for charge, against the Bishop oi Brechin was his 
having taught in a primary charge delivered to his clergy in August, 1357, 
Ist, that the sacrifice of the Eucharist is incidental with the sacrifice of the 
erees; 2nd, that adoration is due to Christ, as in or under the consecrated 
elements of blood and wine ; and, 3rd, that there is a reception of Christ 
by the wicked ; and by eaid teaching he was charged with depraving the 
articles of religion, the Scotch commuvunion office, and other formularics of 
the Church. The Bishops gave their opinions at great length, and concluded 
as follows :—‘‘ We shall best discharge our duty in this painful case by

Great MorTALity ON Boarpd a Transront-sair.—The Great 
Tasmenia arrived at Liverpool on Thursday weck with discharged soldiers 
from India. Out of 1000 embarked, sixty died during the age from 
dyrentery and scurvy, ard 100 were landed in such a state that they were 
obli,ed to be taken in cars to the workhouse, when it was found that one 
of the poor fellows had died on the way. The men complain loudly of bad 
treatment, and attribute their condition to the want of hammocks and 
proper provisions. Four more men have since died. The ship is one of the 
Black Ball line clippers, belonging to Messrs. Baines. It has been a 
subject of inquiry in the House of Commons, and Sir C. Wool has 
stated that a searching investigation will be institutei by the 
Indian authorities. An inquest on the unhappy victims has beon opened 
at Liverpool. The disclosures weve of a most painful nature, and proved 
that, somewhere, there must have been the grossest dereliction of daty. 
Four days after the veseel left Calcutta the beef was found to be in a putrid 
state, swelling so offensively when cooked that it had to be thrown over- 
board; the beer was sour and undrinkable; the vinegar and limejuice 
—important preservatives against scurvy—were diluted and adulterated ; 
the preserved vegetables were sodden and pulpy, and emitted a dis- 
gusting odour; the suet stank; the water was black and rusty; 
and the biscuit was so utterly unfit for human food, being not 
oply mouldy but maggoty, that 36,000ibs. were con ‘emned, the greater 
portion being thrown into the sea, while that which was retained was kep 
only to serve as ballast.

TRANSFORMATION; or, the Romance of Monte Beni. By 
NaTuanie, Hawrnorne. Smith and Elder. 
The author of this romance has established so complete a reputation 
in this country as well as in bis own that the only introduction a 
new tale from his pen needs is a congratulation. The interval of 
seven or eight years during which Mr. Hawthorne has allowed his 
lite: id to lie fallow has, to our mind, resulted in a corre- 
sponding richness of production. The story before us is, in every 
sense, a romance, founded on a most poetical idea ; and all through 
it runs a vein of mythological fancy, mixed, however, with a vivid 
series of pictures of modern Italian life, and a vast deal of informa- 
tion both on the practical and the esthetic in art, as it exists in 
Rome. Not among the least interesting of the descriptions of artist 
life which are interwoven with the events of the story is the insight 
which we gain into that section of it to which Mr. Hawthorne's 
countrymen belong. Several of the fictitious personages here pre- 
sented to us are in a certain sense sketched from life ; and — 
the healthiest characteristic of a book which is a model of purity 
and good taste is the delicate mode in which the female artists are 








dealt with, in the persons of two of that class who are brought 
before us, as living a life of individuality and independence unusual 
among their sex, and that under circumstances highly creditable to 
the chivalrous feeling of the general members of the order of painters 
and sculptors, among whom they move in all security and our. 
The author states that he proposed to himself to write a fanciful story 
evolving a thoughtful moral ; and in that object he has succeeded in 
every respect. He also declares that he did not attempting 
a portraiture of Italian character and manners, but that he has been 
insensibly led into introducing various Italian objects, antique, pic- 
torial, or statuesque, which he could not find in his heart to cancel. 
We are sincerely glad of it. His romance is essentially true to its 
kind, and is an admirable specimen of the writer's powers in that

thither immediately, procured the manuscript, and it was first pub- 
lished in 1728 in Great Britain and in English, under the patronage 
of Sir Hans Sloane and the Royal Society, and subs uently trans- 
lated into other . It is, however, considered the best and 
the most genuine. Few travellers have equalled pfer in pic- 
turesque ——-. His descriptions have the completeness and finish, 
and at same time the ess and absence of affectation, 
with much of the yuiet humour, characteristic of the best Dutch 
pictures.

LONDON ANTIQUITIES.—THE PALACE OF SOUTHWARK. 
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are indebted to foreign artista. The View of Southwark Palace 
which we now place before our readers was taken by a Flemish artist, 
named Wyngrerde, who was in the service of Philip II., Kinz of 
Spain. He came to England in the year 1541, and continued in 

is country till the end of the reign of Edward VI, He made 
drawirgs of the Royal Palaces of Oatlands, tichmond, Greenwich, 
Southwerk, and other buildings ; he also made drawings of most of 
the cities of Furope. Subject to his Royal master, a great tumber 
of these sketches and drawings are preserved in the Sutherland 
collection in the Bodleian Library in Oxford. 

Southwark Palace was erected in the early part of the reign of 
Henry VIII. for Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk; at that period 
it was called “‘ Suffolk House.” King Henry was a frequent visitor 
here, and became so attached to the place that he expressed a desire 
4 Pons £8 it: the Duke, of course, acceded to the wishes of the 

perious Monarch. H enry, in the twenty- -eighth year of his reign, 

oumtes the Palace of the Bishops of Norwich, in St. Martin’s-in- _ 
Fields, j in exchange for Suffolk House, which afterwards was called 
Scuthwark Palace. A mint for coinage was subsejuently erected 
at the back of the Palace. ll persons employed in the Royal Mint 
were protected from arrest for debt or imprisonment for felony, 
without the consent of the Lord Chamberlain. This privilege was 
claimed by the residents in the precincts of the Mint long after the 
Palace and the Mint wero taken down, and for many years was the 
refuge for fraudulent characters, who here dofied their creditors. 
Disorderly ruffians, and even thieves who congregated here, com- 
bined to o the officers of justice, and outrage and murder were 
committed with impunity. The nuisance became so great that all 
a genes were suppressed by Act of Parliament in the reign 
e 

After the death of King Henry VIIL, Southwark Palace became 
neglected, Edward VI. occasionally visited it, and f here 
the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of the city of London—on which occa- 
sion he ferred the honour of knighthood on John York, one of 
the Sheriff. 

bishor o Mary granted Southwark Palace to Nicholas Heth, Arch- 

of York, as a recompense for York House at Westminster, 
which. Henry bad taken from Cardinal Wolsey. Archbishop Heth, 
disliking the situation of the place, sold the buildings and the 
estate, and with the money thus obtained purchased Norwich House 
as the town residence of the Archbishop of York. 

Tho purchasers of Southwark Palace had a great part of the 
buildings taken down, so!d the materials, and a number of small 
houses were erected on the site. That part of the building left 
standing was purchased by Edward Broomfield, E:q., Lord Mayor 
of London. He was succeeded by his son, Joha Broomfield, and 
his residence was called Suffolk-place. This gentlemen was created 
a Baronet in 1661. He married the daughter of ‘Thomas Lant, Esq., 
an eminent merchant of London, and by this marriage Suffolk. -plase 
and the whole of the estate devolved to the Lant family, who sold 
the whole of the pee. in ninety-eight lots, in 1811. Suffolk- 
etreet, Lant-street, the Mint, and other places in the borou zh of 
Southwark tbat obtained their names from the owners or occupiers 
of Suffolk-place, mark the site of Southwark Pulace and its exton- 
sive park.

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Srnce the beginning of the Session there has been floating about 
the notice-paper of the House of Commons a bill for the 
amendment of the present system of savings-banks, and which, 
standing for a second reading, has been necessarily swamped by 
the other financial measures which have intervened. In con- 
nection with that legislative intention we have had our mind 
directed towards a phase of the savings-bank system which on 
former occasions we have dealt with in this Journal, advo- 
cating an extension of the facilities for the investment of the 
poor man’s mite by the establishment of what were designated 
Post Office savings-banks. In his speech in the discussion on the 
Budget Mr. Crossley introduced this subject, and his doing so 
has induced us once more to take up the subject. In treating of 
the matter it would be unjust not to place in the fore- 
ground the name of Mr. Sikes, of Huddersfield, whose 
attention has been fixed for many years on the estab- 
lishment of a plan which would obviate the serious obstacles 
arising from the limited number of savings-banks, and the very 
short time during which they are open for receipts and deposits, 
which stand in the way of this sort of investment by the gene- 
rality of the humbler classes. It has been, therefore, suggested 
that a part of the machinery of the Post Office might be brought 
into play for the furthering of the savings-banks system, and that 
the money-order office might be made available for the purpose. 
There are four times as many money-order offices in the United 
Kingdom as"there are savings-banks: the former are open every 
day of the week (except Sunday) five or six hours, whilst the 
latter are usually open for an hour, or two hours at the most, on 
one day of the week. It is apparent that there is not sufficient 
facility in the management of the savings-banks to encourage the 
poor man to seck them out for the purpose of depositing his little 
store, and that there is something repulsive to the very small 
depositor in the present organisation of these banks is proved, we 
think, by the setting up of penny savings-banks to some extent. 
The plan of Mr. Sikes is to erect a central savings-bank in London, 
to which depositors might send their money through the money. 
order office, and that the central establishment should issue, in 
return or acknowledgment of the remittance, “ savings-bank 
interest notes” to the amount remitted, which would entitle the 
holder to receive the amount of his deposit, with interest at the 
rate of two-and a-half per cent per annum. These notes would 
be payable to the owners, and to them only, at a money-order office 
on their complying with some simple form. 

This plan, we understand, has been submitted to Sir Rowland 
Hill, who approved of it at once, and on consultation with the 
officials of the money-order department it was ascertained that 
the scheme might be worked with ease and simplicity. The pro- 
pored system was afterwards laid before the Chancellor of the 








Exchequer, who signified his approval of it also; and, therefore: 
we are led to believe that it may form some part of the measure 
that he has prepared with reference to the general subject of 
savings-banke. It is to be hoped that, amidst the flush and fever 
of the important business of the Session—amidst the hurry and 
pressure consequent on the management of a great Budget 
and the manipulation of a Reform Bill—this small instalment 
towards the well-being of a class of men who are not likely to be 
too immediately and personally affected by a commercial treat ty 
with France or with any extension of our representative syatem, 
but who do need conveniences for the appropriation of the small 
fruits of their providence, will not be lost sight of; and we do not 
hesitate to assert that no greater inducement to "thrift and fore 
thought could be held out to the industrious working man than 
the bringing of a savings-bank within a short walk of his home. 


Mr. James WILson, who was accredited to India in order that he 
might undertake the herculean task of bringing the monetary 
resources of that gigantic peninsula into something like order, 
has decided upon the bold step of doing away with the great 
cause of the expenditure which has hitherto crippled Indian 
finance. He abolishes the native army, and will rely for the 
future protection of Imperial interests upon our own troops, with 
some alight assistance from natives where the climate makes it 
evidently cheaper to use them than to waste the energies of 
Europeans. He believes that railroads and telegraphs will enable 
us to bring English troops to bear rapidly and decisively upon 
any point where danger may arise, and that, inasmuch as a large 
part of the duty of the white soldier at present consists in 
watching the brown one, there will be a manifest advantaze in 
relieving the former of this work. With this great reduction in 
expenditure on one hand, and with a general and just taxation on 
the other, Mr. Wilson hopes to redeem the credit of India, and 
render her once more a diamond in the crown of England instead 
of a millstone round her neck. 

On the other side of the world another grand dependency of 
England has been gratified by the announcement that the Prince 
of Wales will shortly visit Canada, Her Majesty had been solicited 
by that region of loyal colonists to come over and inaugurate the 
noblest engineering work in the world, but “sundry weighty 
reasons” prevent this, and the Heir Apparent will represent his 
illustrious mother. We cordially join in the hope that it will be 
possible for his Royal Highness also to become the guest of the 
President of the United States. It is impossible to say how much 
good feeling, “ available” in days to come, may not be generated by 
a pleazant sojourn on the part of the English Prince in the home 
of the Republican President. Werdo not attach too much weight 
to any interchange of courtesies between great folks, or, indeed, 
small ones, having a remembrance of the exuberant affection dis- 
played towards our Queen by a Monarch just then plotting 
Spanish marriages; and also remembering how the World's Fair 
in Hyde Park was to make all European war impossible for the 
future. But our relations with the Americans are another matter ; 
we are excellent people on both sides of the Atlantic—talking the 
same language, holding the same religion, and thinking in great 
measure the same thoughts; andit is clear that the more we know 
of each other the more ridiculous must seem any dispute which 
cannot be settled across a table. Therefore we trust that the 
White House will receive the heir of the Round Tower. 

The Emperor of the French now treats the junction of Savoy to 
France as a fait accompli. He calls it a rectification of the 
frontiers. In reference to the reclamation of Switzerland his 
Majesty says that he was most anxious to protect Switzerland by 
the cession of a certain portion of territory, but could not think 
of doing so against the wish of the inhabitants. Austria inti- 
mates that she intends to “ pronounce” against any infraction 
of the neutrality of Switzerland; but what this pronunciation 
may mean, and what it may effect, are alike unknown. We 
all know that in ancient times Achilles, though unarmed, 
came out from his tent and pronounced so portentously 
against an advance by the Trojans that they reco'led three 
times, and a great many spiked themselves on their own spoars 
and got crushed by their own chariot-wheels in the confusion; but 
the voice of Pelides will hardly be imitated from Vienna, whose 
spear has been broken too lately. Meantime the Pope is alter 
nately scolding everybody and making himself ill with his indig- 
nation against all the world; his Holiness has not learned the 
art—so much to be recommended—“ being annoyed only in 
business hours.” What may be about to happen in Naples is 
beyond a guess, although nothing that can happen there will sur- 
prise anybody, unless it be the half-insane King, whose alternate 
hot and cold fits of terror are incessant, and who turns in his rage 
upon his best subjects, acting as madly as a farmer would do who, 
beholding the stackyards of various neighbours lighted up with 
conflagration, should begin to beat his own servants and shoot his 
dogs. It can hardly long be permitted to this Anointed to go on 
outraging sense and humanity. 

Except the Reform debate and Mr. Berkeley’s usual ballot 
motion, upon which he mustered but 147 votes this year, the 
proceedings in Parliament have not been very noteworthy. 
Another member, Mr. Walker, of Beverley, has been declared duly 
elected, though there were several cases of proved bribery, which 
could not be shown to have been committed with his knowledge. 
A bill for affording the advantage of the Sunday to humble 
tradesmen and others by rendering more effectual the law against 
Sunday trading is before Parliament, and it proposes to deal with 
the nuisance of Sunday cries, which, especially in what are called 
the quiet districts, render it impossible to rest, or study, or devote 
time to a yet more important duty on a day which should be 
kept as free from disturbance as from asceticism. There is to be 
no interference with the vendor's trade, if he plies it in an orderly 
manner ; but he is not to whine, and howl, and yell up and down 
the streets from morning to night, after his present abominable 
fashion. 

Among miscellaneous matters may be chronicled the fact that 
the Post Office grants to the metropolis the boon of an 
extension of the hours for posting letters to the country; the 
twin facts that a Judge and a Bishop are still wanted, and that it 
is hoped in the profession that justice will be done by the se'e:- 
tion of the admirable lawyer and accomplished scholar Mr. Wela7, 
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Q.C., for the former office ; that the Chancellor has given a living 
to the second son of the late Mr. Justice Talfourd ; that the sub- 
scription for the family of poor M. Jullien is open, and should be 
increased by the donations of the thousands to whom that once 
diverting person has given pleasant evenings and good-natured 
amusement ; and that there is talk of a grand Rifle Review, by 
the Sovereign, in Hyde Park, when we shall all have a lustrous 
opportunity of emulating the mythological deities, and

In the afternoon her Majesty honoured the Duchess of Sutherland 
with a visit at Stafford House. The Prince Consort and Prince Alfred 
rode out on horseback. In the evening the Royal dinner party included 
Princess Alice, Prince Alfred, the Lord Chancellor, the Ear! and Countess 

Derby, Earl and Countess Delawarr, Lady Alfred Paget, Lady Cremorne, 
Lord Panmure, and Sir Hamilton and Lady Seymour.

NAVAL AND MILI TARY INTELLIGENCE. 





Orders have been received from the War Office for the com- 
mencement at Hartlepool of barracks to accommodate 800 men. 


The various militia regiments in the eastern district are to 
assemble in the course of the ensuing month for twenty-seven days’ training 
and exercise. 


It is stated that Vice-Admiral of the Blue William Fanshawe 
Martin is about to relieve Vice-Admiral of the White Arthur Fanshawe, 
C.B., in the command of the Mediterranean fleet. 


Lieutenant-General Sir George Wetherall has resigned the 
office of Adjutant-General, and the duties are carried on by Major-Gencral 
Forster until Sir James Scarlett takes up his post, on the lst proximo 


Lord Clarenee Paget, the Secretary of the Admiralty, has 
placed at the disposal of the council of the Royal Naval School, New-cross, 
a naval cadetship for competition amongst the sons and grandsons of naval 
and marine oflicers. 

General Eyre, the Commandant of Chatham garrison, has re- 
ceived the first supply of Indian medals for distribution among a portion of 
the troops belenging to the Indian dépdts. They were presented to the 
men for whom they were sent by the commanding officer of the dépot. 


Major-General vise Taylor, an old and distinguished officer, 
will assume the command of the troops in Jamaica, in succession to Major- 
General E. W. Bell, whose command expires. Colonel Whitmore, of the 
Walmer dép6t battalion, goes to Ircland as military secretary to Sir G. Brown. 


The floating battery Trusty, 14 guns, which was so severely 
handled on the recent occasion of the experiments made on her at Shoe- 
buryneses with the Armstrong guns, is being thoroughly repaired at 
Chatham. As soon as the defects have been made good, some further ex- 
periments are to be made against the 7'rusty with the long-range Whitworth 
guns. 

Lord Clarence Paget, the Secretary of the Admiralty, pro- 
mulgated her Majesty's order in Council of the 22nd ult. to establish certain 
regulations with regard to the pay and half-pay, &c., of Masters, &c., Pay- 
masters, Engineers, &c., and of Chaplains in the Royal Navy, in a series of 
four circulars dated the 23rd ultimo. The several circulars, which are 
addressed to a!l Commanders-in-Chief, Captains, Commanders, and com- 
manding officers of her Majesty’s ships and vessels were irsue] last 
Saturday. 

The Secretary of State for War has issued a circular by which 
it appears that the Royal warrant of the Ist of July, 1848, prescribing the 

riods of service to entitle the well-conducted soldier to obtain the 
different rates of good-conduct pay, is revised, and that from the lst of this 
month the period cf service to entitle such soldier to the first grant of good- 
conduct pay will be three years instead of five years, and that the successive 
additions will be as heretofore, after every further period of service of five 
years, subject, however, to the conditions prescribed by the Royal warrant 
above specified. 

Tne Visit oF THE Prince or Wares To Canada.—The 
squadron ordered to assemble at Spithead for the purpose of conveying the 
Prince of Wales across the Atlantic, on Lis visit to Canada, will consist of 
the Hero, 91, ecrew, 600-horse power, Captain George H. Seymour, who will 
hoist his broad pendant as Commodore of the equadron ; the Ariadne, 36, 
screw, 800-horse power, Captain E. W. Vansittart; the Flyingfzh, 6, screw, 
350-horse power, Commander Charles W. Hope ; and the Royal paddle-yacht 
Osborne. His Royal Highness will take his passage out and home in the 
Hero, one of the finest 91-gun ships in her Majesty's Navy. The Osborne 
will be retained for services on the coasts and rivers of Canada during 
the stay of his Royal Highness in that colony. 


Tue Royvat “Mrppy.”—The United Service Gazettesays that Prince 
Alfred is being brought up in the service precisely the same as if he were the 
son of a private gentleman. ‘* He messes with the midehipmen, keeps his 
regular watch, dines occasionally in the wardroom, and takes his turn to 
dine with the Captain. He is treated by his meesmates as, in all respects, 
one of themselves—is called to order by the caterer, and runs the same risk 
of being made the subject of a practical joke as any other young gentie- 
man—himeelf, however, being generally pretty forward in the business of 
playful mischief. Upon one question, that of smoking, the young Prince 
is sternly denied the privilege indulged in by other officers. On one 
occasion, we believe, his Royal Highness had his leave stopped for a fort- 
night for being detected in the act of ‘ blowing a cloud.’” 





Arrarrs or Naries.—An interesting correspondence respect- 
ing the affairs of Naples was laid on Monday night upon the table of the 
Houre of Commons. It extends from June 22, 1559, to March 19, 1860, and 
consists of letters which have passed between Lord John Russell and Mr. 
Elliot, chiefly with reference to the various arbitrary arrests which have 
been made by the Neapolitan Government, and the generally prevalent 
abuses of its internal adimiristration. These documents clearly show that, 
without in any case exceeding the limits of friendly expostulation, the 
British Cabinet bas earnestly striven, and, we are pleased to find in some 
instances with success, to procure a relaxation of the excessive rigours of 
arbitrary rule. On the other haad, we perceive with regret that its remon- 
strances, though they have been efficacious in individual cases, have pro 
duced but little change in the policy of the Court of Naples, since, at the 
latest period to which the correspondence comes down, we find M. Carafa 
maintaining the perfect justice of arresting, and imprisoning without trial, 
citizens against whom the Crown fancies that it has grounds of suspicion, 
thoveh these would cor fessedly be in uT ec ont to secure a conviction in a 
ccurt of justice, 





FINE ARTS. 

THE FRENCH GALLERY. 
To whet cause to attribute the fact we will not pretend to say; but 
certain it ie that the seventh exhibition of pictures by French and 
Flemish artists, just opened in Pall-mall, displays a falling off from 
many that have preceded it, and will do little to enhance the renown 
of the schools it is supposed to reprorent. Perhaps to some extent 
this decline may be attributable to the recent war and the unsettled 
aspect of public affairs—a canse, as will be recollected, which 
last year deterred our artists from sendiog their pictures to the Paris 
Exhibition ; perhaps to the limited size of the gallery, which is in- 
epplicable for the display of pictures of very large dimensions ; 
or, perhaps, and more likely still, to a reaction which some- 
times follows upon an extraordinary demand and popular move- 
ment in favour of sny particular source of supply. When the 
project of establishing a French exhibition was first attempted, 
six years ago, French art was very little known in this country, 
and the works exhibited being some of the choicest specimens 
of the best men in particular (though not the highest) walks 
of art, instant recognition of superior merit was the result. 
Ready purchases followed, and a market was established. 
In the time which has elapsed since little attempt has beon 
made at these exhibitions to show what France can do in the 
higher departments of art; whilst, of works exhibited of a more 
humble class, too many have borne indications of having 
been painted ‘‘for the market.” In the historical line we have 
had scarcely an example ape | of the school ; genre—often of the 
most trivial character, with still life and landscape and cattle pieces 
(the last of which we paint much better, and from much better models, 
than ovr neighbours)—forming almost the entire staple of supply. 
We are sorry for this state of things, and hope one day to see it 
altered. As we have opened improved commercial relations with 
our neighbours across the Channel we should be glad to see the 
interchange of products extended to works of fine art, as a means of 
establishing a sympathy between the genius and intellect of the two 
nations. 

Passing in review the genre subjects which abound in the present 
exhibition, we find a large proportion of them to consist of little 
studies in domestic life, which the French artist always treats with 
a peculiar fesse and the very slightest suggestion of something 
akin to sentiment. For instance, a boy eating Porridge, or playing 
on a flageolct, which our Evglish Hunt would have treated in 
the purely comic vein, in the hands of M. Frere becomes an 
object of poetic interest. And in the same artist's group of 
boys slidixg—in admirable keeping under trying conditions 
of colour—there is a pale cast of thought in many of the 
faces which acts as a sort of foil to the boisterous mirth enacted. 
His ‘‘ Morning Prayer in Brittany,” consisting of a group of peasant 
boys kneeling on a bench in an humble interior, is a touch above 
the rest in vharacter and feeling, and is impressively treated in a 
rich chiaroscuro. 

Tbheophile Duverger has two very agreeable family groups— 
“Visit to the Dairy,” and ‘ Visit to the Nurse ;” and a pleasant 
little study of a child ‘‘ Dressing the Doll.” A deeper sentiment 
is evoked in the “Invalide” of Patrois, where we have two young 
girls, with faces full of quiet solicitude, attending upon an elder 
sister, the ‘‘ Invalide,” who sits in an easy-chair. The portrait of 
a dashing young gentleman hanging overhead indicates, perhaps, that 
her effliction is more of the mind than the body. ‘Tassaert exhibits 
 &’ Stk Child,” psinted in sickly hues, the effect of which is 
anything but pleasing; nor is it artistic. The execution, more- 
over, is not such as to redeem the offence. In his “ Reverie of 
a Young Bride” he indulges in a droll extravagance, the sleeping 
bride being surrounded by nude cupids, &., bearing away her 
“double” fully equipped in white lace, and surrounded by 
wreaths of roses, in a sort of apotheosis. In this and various 
other subjects, as ‘‘The Toilet,” a favourite subject with Plassan, 
Baugniet, and others, ‘‘ Pet Bird” scenes, and other bits of purely 
French sentiment, d /a Greuze, the décolté style of dress is indulged 
rather too freely. 

Henrietta Browne, whose large picture of the ‘‘ Sisters of Mercy” 
altracted so much deserved attention and admiration last year, con- 
tributes a small and highly-finished picture of one of the same 
sisterbood writing, which may be pronounced a gem of its kind. 
Baugniet bas not got over his coldness and dryness of penciling in 
his, in other respects, clever pictures, ‘‘T’he Decision of the Flower” 
and ‘The Toilet.” Meissonier has two of his highly-finished 
furniture-interiors, “ Rembrandt in his Studio” and ‘‘ Vandermeulen 
at his Easel,” which require almost the aid of a magnifying-glass 
adequately to examine their delicate details. 

Tn landscape and catile subjects Mdlle. Rosa Bonheur contributes 
two cabinet pictures, one of which—‘‘ Mare and Foal”—displays 
all that peculiarity of character and handling by which she is so 
eminently distinguishsd. ‘‘ Fawns in a Cover” is a smaller picture 
and of less pretension, but very pleasing and masterly to the extent 
it goes. Passing from small to large, we light upon Troyon's 
“Cattle Returning to the Farm,” which nearly fills the upper end of 
the room. Looking vpon this picture as one of great pretension, 
by an artist held to be cf the highest eminence by his countrymen, 
we must pronounce it a failure, and its evidence, as far as it goes, as 
adverse to the claims of the school to which it belongs. As a com- 
osition the landscape is wanting in suggestive beauty and awkward 
in construction, broken as it is into two parts by the rude, heavy clump 
of foliage and roadway in the centre. The prevailing hue also is dark, 
not with the darkness of the shade of trees, but with that of lead mine; 
and there is no play of air throughout the vast dreary expsnse —no 
glimpse of the chiaro to temper the prevailing oscuro. The cattle 
and sheep are ingeniously studied, but a little too artificial, both in 
their grouping and gait, whilst the textural treatment of their coats 
is a long way off from the silky softness of a Landseer. We must 
defer noticing some other works in the same class by this artist, 
and by Veyrassat, Lamorinitre, Lambinet, and Paris, till a future 
occasion. 

Amongst the larger figure subjects are one or two which call for 
especial notice. Debon exhibits a picture of ‘‘ Christopher Columbus 
showing his Detractors how to make an Egg Stand,” which is full of 
dramatic expression, and displays some admirable drawing. But he 
has treated the subject a Tittle too much in the comic vein—so 
inconsistent with our notions of the gravity of the Spanish character. 

Dubufe hes tome charming painting in his companion pictures, 
“The Depatture of the Conscript” and “The Return of the 
Soldier,” which are pleasing, in spite of a certain insipidity of senti- 
ment in the female, particularly in the first-named picture. 

Jules Noe] commemorates the visit of her Majesty Queen Victoria 
on board of La Bretagne, during her memorable visit to Cherbourg, 
in a spirited picture, which is full of bustling incident and forcibly 
coloured. 


THE PORTLAND GALLERY. 

The Institution of Fine Arts come out this year with their usual 
extensive and varied display at the Portland Gallery, Regent-street. 
The collection comprises much that is good, much that is indifferent; 
some few objects which are——but no!—we will net say it. A 
reason for the very mixed character of this exhibition may be found 
in the fact that it is to a great extent free to all who choose 
to pay for the wall-space, subject to a very slight discretionary 
veto, exercised in extreme cases, by the committee. What the 
ultimate fruits of this free trade in art may be is yet a problem. 
For our own part, we apprehend that the large and increasing 
demand of the public for works of painting, often as a mere 
means of decoration, is daily calling into employment many men 
who bave no taste for art, and who would be more suitably em- 
ployed in other departments of industry, and that the competition 
created by these experimentalists must, toa certain extent, injure 
the immediate prospects of the artist of merit. But this is a 
contingency which will be superseded when the public taste is edu- 
cated to a fittirg point, and not before. 

As is usually the case with the contributors to this exhibition, a 
very lerge proportion of their works are in landscape—Enuglish laud- 


scape ; and in this department we meet with several really admirable 
examples, 
J. Adam has a large picture of the rocky bed of a mountain stream

rious gloom of which is most offectively realised 





Another work, of a somewhat similar class and equally successful, 
by the same artist, is one entitled ‘“‘The Haunt of the Kingfisher” 
(58). For the rest he divercifies his subjects with bits from the 
Irish coast and the Thames. \ ; : 

James Peel has a fine, bright expansive view of “St. Brelade's 
Bay, Jersey” (37), and another equally-truthful panorama, bat 
more varied in effect, of ‘‘St. Aubins” (226). His “ Ardroirloch 
Bridge, near Loch Lomond” (69), is picturesque in its ruggedness. 

G. A. Williams, in his view of “‘ Hastings” (243), taken from tho 
overhanging cliff, produces a more than usually striking mixture 
of atmospheric effects—the thin air in shade below, burdened with 
the curling smoke from the houses, and the last glimpse of the 
getting sun in the distance. His ‘ Gleaners’ Retura” (152), also, 
a@ mountain scene, with dark mists gathering round, is clever, and 
somewhat original in character. 

There is something beyond ordinary merit in Henry Moore's large 
landscape, entitled ‘‘ Sleighing Ferns” (266), The spot represouted 
is the side of a heath, the broken surface of which is covered with 
ferns and other stunted vegetation, the hues of which are blended 
in a delicious warmtb, under a bright but somewhat hard sky. Some 
horses are introduced, which are admirably ainted. 

* An English Farmyard, Summer-time” f349), by A. F. Rolfe, 
the cattle by T. F. Herring, introduces a cheerful ideal picture of 
our national domestic scenery, well supplied with every description 
of live stock. The composition has been carefully and skilfully 
studied, and abounds in pleasing incidents. 

In the historical and fancy department R. S. Lauder stands con- 
spicuously forward from among the rest. Few artists of the present 
day render scriptural subjects with so much appropriate dignity and 
solemnity of design, which is heightened by the rich chiaroscuro in 
which it is bathed. We may point particularly to ‘“‘ The Breaking of 
Bread” (282) and “Christ Denied by Peter” (263) as most satis- 
factory efforts in this, the sublimest, walk of art. 

Dicksee bas four little picturer, which display his tasteful treat- 
mett of the human face and character. ‘The Bashful Boy” (7) is 
an unmistakable episode from the nursery. ‘“ Begging his Bread” 
(2&9) is en amusing little scene between a dog and a young boy who 
is feeding him. In ‘ Ladybird, fly away home” (557), we havo a 
charming little study of a bright-eyed girl apostrophising a lady- 
bird which is percked on a flower which she holds in her hand. 
We have seen ‘‘ Kate” (380)—the gentler Kate—before at the 
British Institution. She is here seen in small, but none the loss im- 
posing in aspect. 

'wo very telling little bits by Haynes King display no ordinary 
amount of promise. The one is entitled “ Keoping Tryste” (335), 
and consists simply of a young girl in a secluded spot waiting for 
her lover; the other, “ An Interesting Topic” (305), represents a 
young man, in Higbland costume, speaking earnestly to a girl ata 
cottage door. Uppretending in material, they yet exhibit an 
amount of power in the expression that we do not every day moet 
with. 

“The Dancing Lesson” (56), by C. Rossiter—the pupil being a 
dog, the scene of action the nursery—is depicted with considerable 
humour. A similar remark will apply to Mr. Robinson's “Too Clover 
by Half” (61), where we finda young urchin hard at work adding 
some touches to his father’s unfinished picture on the easel, to 
the great amazement of the latter worthy gentleman, who is just 
entering the room. 

** Rough Hands and Warm Hearts” (280), by J.G Naish. 1s one 
of these scenes involving the expression of the domestic affections 
amongst the humbler classes which always meet with sympathy 
from the public. No. 346, by the same, the subject being a rough, 
weatherbeaten sailor, seated in the stern of a boat, and holding the 
sheets as she scuds before the wind, is a forcible bit of painting; but 
the artist's obligations to the celebrated “ Luff, Boy,” of J. C. Hook, 
exhibited last year at the Royal Academy, are too palpable to be 
overlooked.

“ CRITICISM.”—BY T, P. HALL.—IN THE EXHIBITION OF THE BRITISH INSTITUTION, 


“CRITICISM.” BY T. P. HALL, 


In this sprightly scene Mr. Hall, we cannot help thinking, indulges 
in a little covert satire —_ the airs and graces too often assumed by 
the cognoscenti class when engaged as volunteers in the arduous 
duty of “criticism.” It might not inaptly be entitled “ High Art 
Below Stairs,” the court of review being self-elected from the ser- 
vants’ hall. Being conceived in the spirit of caricature, alittle allow- 
able exaggeration enters into the attitudes and the expression of the 
faces, which are true in principle, if not in degree. Mary, supporting 
her chin on the top of her broomstick, looks down upon the picture 
beneath half-closed eyelids with an air of complete self-complacenc 

and profound discrimination ; Anne, more superciliously, tosses bac 

her Seed, whilst, with dustpan in one hand and maulstick in the 
other, she points out the weak points of the picture. Footman John 
contents himself with imbibing the critical remarks of the ladies as 


he lolls back in an easy-chair, taking a scientific survey of the pic- 
ture, after the most approved fashion, through a roll of paper. The 
unhappy author of the work who is undergoing this trying ordeal 
peers through between the hinges of the door, more amused than 
annoyed. Whilst Mr. Hall has wrought the fun of the situation up 
to the highest point of drollery, he has finished the accessories of the 
picture with an amount of completeness and care which may stand 


| the test of the most exacting “‘ criticism.”

| Mr. Hook, the last elected Royal Academician, is another of the young 


school of art which has recently been forcing itself into prominent posi- 
tions—and his career to fame and honour has been rapid and striking. 
Though not exactly belonging to the brotherhood styled pre-Raphael- 


ites, and eschewing many of their absurdities, he agrees with them 
in aiming at strong and marked expression, powerful colouring, 


| scrupulous detail, and, above all, in the adoption of a subjective mode 
| of treatment in the commonest subjects of landscape or domestic 


life which, whilst it imbues every work with the tone of his own 
thought, elevates his art to a creative power. 

The incidents of his life within our knowledge are few, so that 
our memoir must amount to little more than a dry catalogue of dates. 
James Clarke Hook was born in London on the 21st of November, 
1819. His father, James Hook, was the Judge in the Mixed Com- 
mission Courts, Sierra Leone; and his mother the second daughter 
of Dr. Adam Clarke, the Bible Commentator. The future artist 
was entered a student of the Royal Academy in 1836, and his pro 
gress from the outset was marked and encouraging. He took the 
first medals in the life and painting schools in 1842, and the gold 
medal for historical painting in 1844. Up to this time Mr. Hook 
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had chiefly confined himself

And even when he did not aim at t moral themes there was 
always a little estive poctry in his simplest landscape s1djects 
we set the mind thinking, and gave life and individuality to every 
touch of his pencil. For instance, in 1855, he produced “ Tho Market 
Morning” and ‘‘‘The Shepherd's Boy ;’ in 1556, ‘‘ The Brambles in 
the Way,” “The Passing Cloud” (a little domestic episode), aud 
“The Fisherman's Good Night” (the property of Mr. Miller, of 
Preston ; in 1857, “A Signal in the Horizm” (belonging to Mr. 
Pocock, of London), and ‘‘ The Ship-bo;’s Letter” (an expressive 
little passage in humble life); in 1553 a Rustic Group, with the 
inscription “ Children’s children are the crown of old men, and the 
lory of children are their fathers” (Proverbs xvii. 6), (purchased 
Ey Mr. Hodgson, banker, of London); “ A Pastoral,” rather quaint 
in cheracter, with the quaint inscription from Spenser—

Exo.isu Suirs at Naries.—The Earl of E.tansonovan asked a question 
of the First Lord of the Admiralty respecting the report that several 
English ships of war had entered the bay of Naples—The Duke of 
Somensxr was understood to say that the purpose of sending British ships 
to Naples was that of affording protection to persons persecuted by the 
Neapolitan Government.— ReprspaLe asked for more definite informa- 
tion. He was sure that we should not tolerate any similar proceeding with 
regard to this country. We should not consider that a person guilty of 
treason to this Government could escape punishment by going on board a 
foreign ship in an English harbour.—The Earl of Matmesevry concurred 
with Lord Redesdale, and said that the officers of the ships in question 
would be placed in a most embarrassing situation.—The Duke of NewcastLe 
said that the course adopted was entirely in acco:dance with precedent.— 
The Earl of Denny pointed out that in the case of Naples there was no 
insurrection or rebellion going on. There was ne overt disagreement 
between the King of the Two Sicilies and his subjects —Earl Grey defended 
the course adopted.—The subject then dropped. 

SAVOY AND NICE. 

The Earl of Carxarvow called attention to the telegram yesterday 

received from Turin, stating that arrangements had been made between 





the King of Sardinia and the Emperor Napoleon for the cession to the 
latter Savoy and Nice. He ted out the discrepancy between the 
tele; and the d itches which had been written at various times by 


M. de Thouvenel, and asked whether the Government were in possession of 
any information which would qualify or in any way throw light upon this 
extraordinary communication.

Savoy anp Nice.—Mr,. A. Kinctake said that he had been informed that 
the Municipal Council of Nice had declared for remaining under Sardinia ;

Government. As to the course which the Government was to take, he 
appealed to the House for forbearance, to allow the Government to deliberate 
freely on the answer they were about to give. 

THE REFORM BILL. 

On the motion that the Reform Bill be read a second time, 

Mr. Disrae.i criticised the measure in a tone of subdued sarcasm. The 
right hon. gentleman said that the bill might have been drawn up four or 
five centuries ago, as far as any new qualificatious were concerned. The 
measure was of a medieval character, without the inspiration of the 
feudal system or the genius of the middle ages. He objected to it b 
it did not propose any new franchise; for he held that a representation by 
numbers only never could be a just one, because it exclude iy froma 
voice in the representation of the people—because it would disfranchise 
some classes in counties, while it psrpetuated the exclusion of others who 
were entitied by conduct and intelligence to vote—and because he regarded 
the pro redistribution of Parliamentary seats as most unsatisfactory. 
He could not understand upon what principle places like Manchester and 
Birmingham, which were y represented, were to have additional 
members, while other towns now unrepresented were to remain in that 
condition. The universal opinion in the country was that the bill 
was a very measure ; fact, the only pemeene who approved 
of it were Lord John Russell and Mr. Bright. The latter, with 
that candid audacity which in great part neutralised his pernicious 








Works whether his attention had been called to a despatch from our 
Minister at Brussels, dated the 24th of February last, stating that on the

EER AND Wisk Licenses.—The Cuance..or of the Excueguer, in reply 
to a question put to him on behalf of Mr. E. James, referring to the 
extension of those who had beer licenses, a refreshment license, and also a 
wine license, said he did not think that the effect of the proposed enact- 
ment was rightly understood. The bill two principal objects—one 
related to refreshment-houses universally, and was intended to remedy an 
evil justly comenenes of, that they were entirely exempt from the super- 
vision of the police. If the bill were approved of, the keepers of such 
houses would be compelled to take out a license at a low rate, and they 
would then come under the supervision of the police. The next point had 
reference to what were called eating-houses, a definition of which was given 
in the bill. Eating-house keepers might apply for a license to sell wine. 
As to beer-houses he did not propose to touch them. He supposed the 
question was whether a beer license disqualified the holder from obtaining 
a wine license? It was for the House to determine whether such persons 
should also have a wine license, It was not the intention of the bill to dis- 
qualify beer-license holders from also having a wine license. 

ENCROACHMENTS OF THE FRENCH, 

Mr. Hativurton called attention to the encroachments of the French 
in Newfoundland. The French had made extraordinary claims upon por- 
tions of Newfoundland under British sway, and had actualiy given two 
th d British subjects notice to quit their dwellings and to go elsewhere. 
The Frevch had also created a la fishing interest, which was now their 
nursery for seamen. The French had 40,000 seamen in this trade. This 
nursery of seamen was of more consequence to France than coal was to 
this country. He wished to know what steps had been taken to stop those 
encroachments? He also wished for information in reference to the fortifi- 
cations erected by the —_ recently, in the island of St. Pierre— 
an islend in close neighbour! of our Canadian ms? The French 
had algo established a naval station there, and laid in a large supply 
of coals. Under pretence of receiving the mails, a 2 number of war- 
steamers were ted at that island. He was of opinion that the 
French had no right to do what they had done; and, as it would in case of 
hostilities form a source of danger to this country, he wished to know 
whether the attention of the Government had been called to the matter ? 

Mr. Krxotake drew attention to the determination of the French 
Emperor to annex Savoy, and asked the Government for the latest informa- 
tion on the subject. He hoped the rumour that the French Emperor meant 
to annex Savoy and Nice, together with Chablais and Faucigay, without 
consulting the great Powers of Europe, would be contradicted by the 
Government. 

Sir R. Perr called attention to the danger likely to follow from the 
proceedings of the Emperor of the French with reference to the countries 
about to be annexed to France. In the last despatch on the subject it was 
clear that the Cabinet of St. Petersburg had taken up a dignified attitude 
on the question, and he thought this and every other country in Europe 
ought to take the same attitude inst this policy of annexation. If Savoy 
were annexed, the annexation of Belgium would nct be long delayed. He 
believed that the —! of Sardinia had been not only deceiving her 
Majesty's Government, but he had been acting with a mock dignity in this 
matter. He hoped that the Government would speak out boldly against 
the aw | of France. 

Lord J. Russert, in reference to the French movement at St. Pierre, 
said it was very doubtful whether they had acting in violation 
of any treaty. In reference to Mr. Kinglake’s question, he would 
say that Russia and Prussia entirely agreed with the views of Eng- 
land on the subject of the annexation question, and steps hai been taken 
to submit these objections to the French Emperor. The noble Lord, who 
spoke in a very low tone of voice, was understood to say that the question 
was one of the greatest gravity, and required the most serious considera 
tion of the Government. 





CHINA. 

On going into Committee of Supply, 

Sir De Lacy Evans moved a series of resolutions condemnatory of our 
late attack u the Peiho forts; in support of a peace and conciliatory 
policy towards China; and recommending the appointment of ‘‘a Pleni- 
potentiary of experience and of conciliatory temper and judgment for the 
conduct of the important negotiation with the Emperor of China, and for 
directing and counselling the disposition of her Majesty's naval and mili- 
tary forces destined for this service.” 

J. Russert said that the Government had taken a very moderate 
course in respect to China. They had instructed our Ambassador to de- 
mand an apology for the outrages committed, and to adopt such other 
measures as he might under the circumstances of the case think neces- 
sary. It was impossible to fetter the discretion of our Plenipotentiary by 
any positive instructions in consequence of the great distance of the 
country from the home country. Lord Elgin, who was at present in Paris, 
would proceed to China, where he would act in concert with Baron Gros. 
In the event of our negotiations with the Chinese Government failing, a de- 
mand would be made upon them for an indemnity for our armaments. 

Sir J. E.ruinsrone expressed his regret at the unsatisfactory statement 
of the noble Lord, and warned the Government — persevering in a 
hostile expedition against China, which could not carried out at a less 
expense than £10,000,000, and which it was utterly hopeless to expect back 
under the claim of an indemnity, inasmuch as the Chinose treasury was in 
a state of penury. 

Mr. Buicut was also greatly disappointed with the statement of Lord J. 
Ruerell, and thought that the Minister ought to be more explicit with the 
House when the Government were about to engage in bloody and a costly

A great military 
Power was building up a colossal empire by force of arms, and he asked 
whether this was a moment to interfere with that old artstocratic element 
of constitutional power under which England had attained to so great a 
measure of prosperity? Regard being had to the admitted fact that the bill 
had found no favour in the House, he ventured to hope that a measure so 
unnecesfary, uncalled for, and mischievous, would be withdrawn. 

Mr. LeaTHAm supported the bill as an extension of the franchise, but 
= not think it dealt sufficiently with the arrangement of the consti- 

uencies, 

Mr. H. J. Barure was of opinion that of the present pouty franchises 
in boroughs he should prefer household suffrage. He was also in favour of 
the abolition of nomination boroughs. He objected to the diminution of the 
county franchise to £10. 

Mr. Baxter having spoken on the whole in favour of the bill, but dwelling 
on its omissions, 

Mr. Rott looked on the measure as a great step in the direction of sepa- 
rating the representation from the property of the country, and from that 
point of view he considered it with dismay.

After some observations from Mr. Liddell, 

Mr. Bricur said he was prepared to discuss the measure with a desire to 
assist in the passing of a useful bill, and to make every allowance for the 
difficulties the Government and the House in connection with this 
question. The bill had fulfilled the pledge given by the Government and 
Lord J. Russell. He was of opinion that reform in Parliament should go 
by steps; the question of the franchise being settled first, and afterwards 
that of the distribution. The bill, while it dealt with the franchise, only just 
touched, and did not settle, the subject of the distribution of seats, which 
was the very pith of Parliamentary reform. Was it satisfactory that there 
should be a million of voters to seven millions of men in the country? The 
present bill, while it would do something to remove the anomaly, did 
nothing to cause any of the alarm which had been expressed. It was said 
that there was no clamour for reform ; but let Lord Derby and Mr. Disraeli 
say that there should be none, and there would soon be clamour enough. 
By the bill not more than 100,000 of the working-classes would be added to 
the franchise. As to the objection that the bill was not extensive, 
that was a more rational one; but, if the measure was one which 
bad gained a large amount of acquiescence on the ground of 
its acmitting a number of rsons to the franchise, he wished 
that twice as many should enjoy it. The bill aided perhaps 30 or 
40 per cent of electors to the larger boroughs, but something below 25 por 
cent to the constituencies of the small boroughs, thus showing how little 
could be done for them by any extension of the franchise; while the dis- 
proportion of members was still more striking. Where the bill failed, 
even in that which the Government were pl to accomplish, was to be 
found ‘in the introduction of a ratepaying test into the county franchise 
ranging between £10 and £50, which did apply to occupations above £50. 
He also objected to the condition where in the case of £10 occupiers having 
no house on the land he occu there should be a tenement of £5 value on 
it to give him a vote; but it should be so arranged as that the county 
franchise should be equivalent to the £6 house occupation in opm He 
also objected to the ratepaying test in boroughs. He wished that the 
names of all tenants whose rates were paid by the landlord should be 
inserted in the rate-books, or else a large number of persons would be 
disfranchised. As to the ballot, it must not be supposed that because it 
was not in the bill that it would not very soon have to be considered and 
settled; for, when this bill the necessity for it would be greater 
than ever. He concluded by —— the Opposition to accept this 
measure, ‘est something in a more decided shape should be demanded 
of them—a measure which, considering all the circumstances, was worthy 
of acceptance.

in the bill. 

THE BALLOT. 


Mr. H. Berkriey moved for leave t» bring in a bill to cause the votes of 
the electors of Great Britain and Ireland to be taken by way of ballot. He 
never felt more the necessity of such a measure than now, when a Reform 
Bill was introduced with no provision for the ballot. Rezurring to the 
general election of 1852, he stated that the corruption was so great that a 
‘Committee was appointed to inquire, and the result was a m2asure called 
the Corrupt Practices at Elections Act, which was a fine specimen of ‘‘ how 
not to do it,” and which was satirised by the late Mr. Coppock from that 
point of view. It had turned out not only useless but positively mis- 
chievous. This bill was now before a Committee of the House, and what 
‘was to be done with it he did not know. He saw no hope of the ballot being 
treated with the consideration with which other questions were treated. 
He claimed the right which other members had to have his bild read a first 
time, though he doubted whether it would be granted him. The argu- 
ments of the distinguished men who had arm him on this questioa 
reminded him of the argument of Sir F. Kelly in Tawell’s case, when he 
tried to persuade the jury that a woman who had been poisoned with 
pruseic acid had died from the effects of cting conte-sies. As to the ballot 
being un-English, it was used in every election in this country except in Par- 
liamentary and municipal elections. In open voting electors were deterred by 
fear or favour from exercising the trust committed to them free'y aad 
indiffereatly, and many declined to be put on the register rather than be 
called on to exercise that trust. Having dissected certain speeches on the 
ballot of his opp ts—especially Lord Palmerston and Lori J. Ruisvll, 
the hon. gentleman combatted the arguments of the Times against it. He 
then quoted from a speech of Lord Macaulay, urging the ballot as a protec: 
‘tion for the tenant against the landlord at elections. In Australia secret 
veting had worked a bloodless revolution, and changed anarchy and con- 
fusion into peace ‘and tranquillity. He concluded by urging that he was 
asking that which was only a right of the electors of this country. 

Lord Henry seconded the motion. ' : 

Mr. Marsu stated that he knew that great corruption still existed in New 
South Wales, notwithstanding the existence of the ballot. He knew aa 
instance of a man in the capacity of a servant who was also a justice of the 
peace, a ition he had attained because he had been an electioncering 

ent, The system of ballot there was very imperfect, and did not provide 

roughly for secrecy. Certainly the ballot had not prevented intimida- 
tion in Au He was on general grounds opposed to the system. 

Mr. C. Forrescur had once given a vote in favour of the ballot, but since 
that time reflection had induced him to change his opinion, and he was 
now op to it; bis Australian experience at the Colonial Office having 
strengthened his fecling against it. 

Mr. Lawson supported the motion. 

Lord Patmerston said that Mr. Berkeley’s less amusing and not more 
argumentative speech than his previous ones had not altered the opinions 
he entertained on this question. He still retained his opinion that the 
franchise was a trust, and every exercise of the trust ought to be —— and 

ublic ; while the doctrine that it was a right would go to legalise bribery, 

or @ man could do what he liked with his vote and might sell it. He con- 
tended that even in clubs voting by ballot did not tend to procure secrecy. 
But in the exercise of a political fuction secrecy would tend to the degrada- 
tion of electors, and would make them either law-breakers or hypocrites, 
while it wou!d not here, any more than it did in Australia, prevent corrup- 
tion and intimidation.

In the former bill n» mention was made of 
allowing Dissenters to be trustees of these schools, but only made it 
pe ulsory in existing trustees to provide for the education of Dissenters’ 
children. 

Mr. Lowe hoped to induce the House to reject the bill. The decisions of 
the Courts of Equity—that in all cases where no mention was made of any 
special religious teaching, that teaching should be according to the tenets 
of the Church of England—had given rise to the bills on the subje:t. This 
dill, in the first clause, dealt with schools founded in the firat year of 
Elizabeth, and in the second with schools endowed down to the time of 
William and Mary. This excluded the period of Edward VL, when so many 
schools were founded, and this on the pretext that the Reformation began 
with the reign of Elizabeth. All these schools, as well as thoso of the time 
of Henry VIII., were clearly founded in connection with the Church of 
England. The bill wont on the principle of ignoring any in- 
tentions of founders in favour of the Church of England, while it 
swept away the authority of all legal decisions on the subject ; 
and it took away property from the Church which was enjoyed by 
every sible right, not the least of which was the prescription and 
possession of hundreds of years. He thought that Lord Cranworth’s bill 
was one which was worthy of acceptance by the House, for it was more 
calculated to attain the object which Mr. Dillwyn had in view, and which 
his own bill could not attain. He urged the withdrawal of the bill. 

Mr. Se-wyn formally moved the rejection of the bill. 

Mr. Loncrie.p secopded the motion. 

A discussion followed, in which Lord Fermoy and Mr. Baines supported, 
and Mr. A. Mills, Mr. Beecroft, Mr. Walter, Mr. Whiteside and Mr. 
Newdegate opposed, the bill. 

Mr. Rornvck asked whether he understood Mr. Lowe that he was desirous 
that Dissenters should be trustees of schools, and the children of Dissenters 
admitted into the schools; and, if so, would the Government support such 
& proposition? 

Mr. Lowe could not answer for the Government, but he should himself 
be disposed to support such a proposition, especially if it was provided for 

y a separate measure. 

On a division the bill was rejected, the numbers being—For the second 

reading, 120; against it, 190. 


BLEACHING AND DYEING WORKS BILL. 


Mr. Crook moved the second reading of this bill. 

Mr. Turxer moved the rejection of the bill, urging that no case had been 
made out for a measure which meddled with an important branch of trade, 
and interfered between employer and oo while a Select Committce 
had reported against the necessity and ex ncy of placing bleaching and 
dyeing works under the operation of the Factories Act, there being no 
analogy between the two cases. No women or children wore employed in 
the actual operation of bleaching and dyeing, while the peculiar nature of 
the operation prevented the possibility of stopping the works at any pir- 
ticular time, 

Mr. Rorsuck said that he was originally opposed to the operation of the 
Factories Acts as far as they related to men, though in favour of their 
operation in reference to women and children ; and on the same principle 
he su d the present measure. The hon. member was understood to 
admit that he was now of opinion that the application of the Factories Acts 
should extend to every class of workpeople. He drew a powerful picture 
of the Ln = a of the operatives, especially children and women in fac 
tories working for thirty-seven hours, and he implored the House not to 
participate in the guilty cruelty which the hon. member for Manchester 
would induce it to sanction. 

Mr. Consett, in supporting the bill, explained that from peculiar circum- 
stances the Committee on bleaching and dyeing fell into the hands of the 
opponents of legislation on the subject, and the report was in reality that 
of persons interested in bleaching works and factories. The master 
bleachers were in favour of some measure which would limit the hours of 
labour, as it would relieve them from the pressure for the completion of 
orders in very short times which was put on them by merchants and 
shippers. 

Lord J. Maxxenrs briefly supported the bill. 

Sir H. Cairns said that a case was made out against bleach-working in 
England, but none against thore in the north of Ireland, which was carried 
on by a very different process; nor was there in the latter any excess of 
work. If ireland was excepted from the bill he would support the second 
reading. 

Aiter a few remarks from Mr. Richardson, Mr. Conolly, and Mr. A. 
Egerton, the House divided, the numbers being—For the second reading, 
226 ; against it, 89: majority, 187. .

Tue Troops ror Caina —The Dukeof Somerset, in reply to the Karl of 
Ellenborough, said the Government were fully alive to the importance of 
providing adequate supplies for the troops that were leaving India for 
China, and were taking measures to carry out that object. The number of 
troops ordered upon that expedition was 10,000. 

Tue Easter Houipays.—The Duke of Newcasr.ez, in reply to the Earl 
of Derby, said he was afraid it would be necessary for the House to sit on 
Monday and Tuesday in Passion Week, in order to consider certain bills 
coming up from the Commons. He proposed on Tuesday in that week to 
move that the House on its rising should adjourn to Tuesday, the 17th of 
April. If the business of Parliament proceeded more rapidly than he 
anticipated he would move the adjournment of the House on Monday. 

QUALIFICATION For Orrices AnoLiTion Bitt.—Lord Ternnam moved the 
second reading of this bill, the object of which was to relieve Dissenters 
from the nece:sity of making certain declarations on their appointment to 
municipal offices.—Lord CaeLmsronp opposed the bill as unnecessary and 
uncalled for, believing that the existing law imposed no grievance upon 
any religious sects or bodies. He moved that the bill be read a second 
time that day six montlis.—The Duke of Newcastie supported the second 
reading, believing that those declarations were wholly inopcrative for 
any good, and were most offensive to the feclinga of Dissenters.— 
The Earl of Dexpy viewed the bill under consideration as one of a series 
of measures that were supported by a certain party who avowed their 
hostility to the Church Establishment, and their determination to devote 
all their exertions to its overthrow. He should, therefore, oppose the 
second reading.—The Bishop of Cutcurster also stated his objections to the 
bill.—The Lorp Cuanxcetior supported it.—Upon a division the bill was 
rejected by a majority of 44 to 21.

Tue Neapouitan Question.—Mr. T. DuncomsBe, in answer to an appeal 
from Lord J. Russell, consented to postpone his motion in reference to the 
state of Naples until after Easter. 

Tux Course or Business on Tuurspays.—Mr. Pavutt, pursuant to notice, 
moved that Government orders of the day should have precedence of notices 
of motion on Thursdays instead of Fridays. After some discussion, the 
motion was negatived without a division. 


THE REFORM BILL.—ADJOURNED DEBATE. 

Mr. Sransreip opened the adjourned debate upon the Reform Bill, and, 
in a speech characterised by much ability and argument, gave his support 
to the measure. 

Sir J. Paxincton remarked that, up to the present moment, he had 
waited in vain for any one on the Ministerial side of the House to stand 
up in defence of the bill upon its own intrinsic merits. All that its 
advocates could say in its favour was that it was a step in the right direc 
tion. The hon. member for Birmingham (Mr. Bright), who had becomea 
kind of Eaglish O'Connell, said he merely accepted of the measure as a step 
in advance, because he knew that he could not obtatn all his objects except 
upon the instalment principle. He (Sir J. Pakington) was not surprised 
at the cold reception the bill had met with, even from the strongest 
supporters of the Government, for it was a miserable measure, 
Hecould only account for its meagre character by the fact of its 
having been the project of a divided Cabinct, or the unwilling 
redemption of a pledge on the part of a Government whose 
attention was distracted by the unsettled position of foreign affairs. 
He was sorry thatthe noble Lord, who had been so long identified with this 
question of Reform, had not produced a measure more worthy of his name, 
and of the Government from which it proceeded. 

Sir G. Grey defended the bill, and said that it was framed in a spirit con- 
formable with the Constitution. and with a sincere desire to amend the repre- 
sentation of the people. If Sir J Pakington and his friends were really 
hostile to the measure, why had they not adopted the fair and open course 
of joining issue with the Government upon the second ng? 

Mr. Appertey attributed the bill to the inspiration of Mr. Bright, and 
inquired how it happened that the hon. gentleman who professed to be so 
anxious to promote the welfare of the working classes had not attended in 
his place on Wednesday last to one’ the second reading of the bill to 
protect the interests of women and children employed in bleaching and 
dyeing works? He expressed a hope that when the bill went into Com- 
mittee it would be so amended as to make it more acceptable to the 
country and more in unison with the principles of the British Constitution. 

Mr. Massry said he was desirous of pepperting a bill which would have 
the effect of settling the question of Reform and the constitution of that 
House for many years to come—a result which he could not anticipate from 
the present measure, although, no doubt, it would make a liberal addition 
to the constituencies. One great defect of it, in his opinion, was that it 
provided no adeyuate redistribution of seats ; and, as a whole, he thought it 
must be regarded as a most imperfect measure, by no means consistent with 
itself, and but little likely to satisfy the hungry constituencies which it 
would create. He suggested the expediency of contracting the limits of 
electoral areas, if it could conveniently be done, as well as creating a lodger 
franchise. In conclusion, he advised Lord John Russell to revise the bill 
60 as to make it one worthy of himself, of Parliament, and of the country. 

Mr. Srevart objected to the bill because he believed it to be utterly and 
thoroughly defective. It fell immeasurably sbort of the promises and pro- 
fessions of the noble Lord, and was utterly deficient in the principle of 
extending the franchise to the educational classes of the community. 

Mr. Crossiry thought the measure was too restrictive in its character, 
and suggested certain amendments with the view to a more liberal enlarge- 
ment of the franchise. 

Mr. Krr Sevmer congratulated Sir G. Grey upon the fact of being the 
only member of the Government who had ventured to speak in favour of 
the bill. He proceeded to comment at some length upon its defects, and 
referred to the language used at public meetings by Mr. Bright in which 
ho charged the country gentlemen with having robbed the people for the 
pu of maintaining large military and naval establishments in order 
to obtain ap tments for their own sons and relations. The hon. msmber 
for Birmingham dared not make such speeches in the presence of educate 
gentlemen, but uttered his libels before an ignorant multitude, who would 
naturally avail themselves of the first opportunity of revenging themselves 
upon those whom they were thus taught to regard as oppressors. 

Mr. Barnes supported the bill in its entirety. 

Mr. Wuirtesipr alluded to the case of the recent strike and the pamphlets 
published in connection with that unfortunate movement, for the purpose 
of showing that the working classes were not capable of exercising the 
franchire in a wise or legitimate manner. 

On the motion of Mr. E. Janes, the debate was adjourned until Monday.

The second New Philharmonic Concert of the season took place 
on Monday last, in St. James's Ha'l, under the directioa of Dr. 
Wylde. he orchestral pieces were Beethoven's ‘‘ Pastoral Sym- 
phony,” Mendelssohn's overture ‘‘ Fingal’s Cave,” Auber's overture 
to ‘Masaniello,” and Berlioz’s ‘‘ Hungarian March.” Mozart’s 
pianoforte coucerto in E flat was superbly played by Miss Arabella 
Goddard. Madame Sainton-Dolby sang Stradella’s air ‘“‘ O del mio 
dolee ardor,” and Mendelssohn's ballad “‘The First Violet.” Miss 
Augusta Thomson—a young singer who, after gaining the first prize 
at the Conservatoire of Paris and appearing with distinction at the 
Graud Opéra, strengthened her reputation by several excelleat 
appearances at the Philharmonic and other London concerts of last 
seaton—sang Rossini's ‘‘ Pensaalla patria” and Meyerbeer's ‘‘ Robort, 
tii che j'aime,’ in a style which showed her to be a highly-gifted and 
accomplished artist. The concert altogethor was good, and woll 
received by a crowded audience. 


The concert of the Amateur Musical Society at the Hanover- 
square Rooms on Monday evening was one of tho best which this 
association has given. ‘I'he improvement of the orchestra, under the 
able direction of Mr. Henry Leslie, is very remarkable. Their per- 
formance of Mozart's “Jupiter” symphony, and sevoral other 
»iecos, would not have been discreditable to a veteran professional 

nd. The young and rising pianist, Miss Fanny Howell, performed 
the barcarole and finale of Bennett’s concerto in F minor with a 
brilliancy, finish, and expression which received the warmost 
applause. The singer was Miss Rose, a young lady who holds a high 
position in fashionable society. She is evidently an accomplished 
amateur, and sang very gracefully, but fell into the mistake, common 
among emateurs, of choosing music which would tax the powers of 
the greatest professional artist. The concert, as usual, was fully ani 
fashionably attended. 


Our fair and gifted countrywoman, Madame Sainton-Dolby, and 
her husband, are just returned from Paris, which they visited during 
their wedding trip. We have briefly mentioned the concert given 
by them there ana its brilliant success ; but we find an account of it in 
the Moniteur from the pen of the distinguished musical critic of that 
journal, which contains so pleasing a recognition of the merits of an 

pglish artist that we are sure our readers will peruse it with 
pleasure. ‘‘ Miss Dolby,” says the Moniteur, “now Madamo Sainton, 
surprised and delighted the audience by hor at style, her superb 
voice, her large and irreproachable method. fdo not know any one 
(except Jenny Lind) comparable to her in the music of tho old 
masters. She understands them thoroughly, is inspired by their 
thoughts and penetrated by their genius. Nothing escapes her—not 
an intention, not a nuance, not an accent: it is as if the author him- 
self were there to prompt her. At the first phrases of ‘Tho Spirit- 
Song’ of Haydn a murmur of surprise ran through the whole room. 
The public did not expect that breadth, that charm, that simplicity, that 
perfect elegance, so remote from the petty ornament and unmeaning 
roulades with which vulgar singers load their performances. The 
same success attended ‘The Irish Emigrant,” and the air from 
‘Samson.’ Seldom har the public had suchatreat. The music of 
Haydn and of Handel, so interpreted, is a compensation for many 
platitudes and many extravagances. As for M. Sainton, it was not 
the first time that we have admired that pure and corract mo>thod of 
playing, that marvellous truth of intonation, those harmonic sounds 
of such ineffable sweetness—all those rare ani brilliant qualities 
which make @ perfect ensemble. He performed a solo of his own 
composition, Beethoven’s ‘ Kreutzer Sonata,’ in which he was ad 
mirably seconded by Theodore Ritter on the piano ; and, last'y, his 
own adagio and waltz, two masterly pieces magnificently exo:uted, 
for which he was loudly Ay emgene and recalied. We regrat that M. 
and Mdme. Sainton have been recalled to England by indispensable 
engagements, but the distance happily is small, and the journey from

London to Paris can be made in ten hours.”

The death of M. Jullien will cause general regret in the musical 
world. It took place at Paris on Wednesday, the 14th inst., in con- 
sequence of an attack of brain fever, so violent that it was necessary 
to place him in a maison de santé. It is not true that he had pro- 
viously attempted suicide. Jullien’s career has been remark Sie. 
He first became known in London, nearly twenty years ago, as the 
conductor of Promenade Concerts, a kind of entertainment which he 
raised from small beginnings to great magnitude and importance, 
and by means of which he succeeded in educating (as it were) the 
taste of a large portion of the English public, by gradually leading 
them to understand and enjoy the works of the greatest orchestral 
masters. Having gained great popularity, he concsived tha idea of 
establishing a National English Opera, for which purpose he becimo 
lessee of Drury-lane Theatre, and commenced his enterprise with 
much spirit. But the speculation failed, and he became a bankrupt, 
having literally lost everything but his honour—for, as it will be 
remembered, he passed through the Court without a stain upon 
his name. He resumed his Promenade Concerts with energy, 
and in 1850 went to America, and gave his entertainments in all 
parts of the United States. On his return to England he embarked 
in another enterprise which turned out unfortunate—the Music Hall 
in the Surrey Gardens; and this calamity was followed by another, 
the conflagration of Covent-garden Theatre, in which he suffered an 
irreparable destruction of property. He next, under an arrango- 
ment with Mr. Lumley, gave concerts at her Majesty's Theatre, and 
afterwards at the Lycoum. But his efforts were no longer attended 
with their former success, and, finding it impossible to retrieve his 
fortunes in London, he went to Paris, where misfortune still followed 
him. He was arrested, and remained for several months in prison. 
On bis release he began, with unabated energy, to organise a series of 
great performances in the French capital; and the excessive faticue, 
anxiety, and excitement which he suffered brought on the mally 
under which he sank, before he had reached his fiftieth year. ‘The 
English public owe much to Jullien for what he has done for the 
advancement of music in this country, and, we doubt not, will show 
their — by contributing to the necessities of the relatives who 
survive him.

from Murray's ‘Handbook of Devon and Cornwall” :—The tra- 
veller, having reached the main object of his excursion, must 
betake himself to the cliff, and rest awhile in admiration of the 
seene which is there unfolded, and which exhibits one of the most 
singular combinations of the power of art and the sublimity of 
nature that can be imagined. Gloomy precipices of slate, which 
have successively defied the ocean itecll, are here broken up by the 
operations of the miner,and are hung with all his complicated 
machinery. The Crown engine, well known for the wild exposure of 
its position, was lowered down a cliff of 200 feet to the ledge it now 
occupies for the purpose of enabling the miner to penetrate beneath 
the of the Atlantic. The first level of this mine is seventy 
fathoms from “ ,” and extends upwards of 400 feet under the 
sea, and the traveller who should venture to descend into its dreary 
recesses may be gratified by hearing the booming of the waves and 
the grating of the stones as they rolled to and fro over his head. 
The lode, consisting of the rey and yellow sulphuret of copper, 
crops out in the Crown Rocks below che engine. cliffs are com- 
posed of hornblende, alternating with clay slate, and contain a store 
of curious minerals, as jasper iron ore, arseniate of iron, sulphuret 
of bismuth, peach-blossomed cobalt, speculaf iron ore, hematitic 
iron, hydryus oxide of iron, veins of et rock (in the Crown 
Rocks), epidote, axinite, thallite, chlorite, tremolite, and a crystal- 
lised schorl. Beautiful specimens of arborescent native copper have 
been also found in them. 








FIRST PROTESTANT CHURCH AT LUCERNE, 


THE first Protestant church service at Lucerne was celebrated in 
1827, when about 150 persons of this confession with great difficulty 

btained “ ission from the Roman Catholic Government of that 
canton. English visitors of former years will remember the small 
and inconvenient chapel in which the service of our Church was cele- 
brated, from 1845 till 1856, and which was willingly given over to the 
English ministers. The number of Protestants in Lucerne and its 
environs having increased to more than 500, this chapel became too 
small; and, though from 1856 the Roman Catholic church of Maria- 
bilf was kindly granted by the Government for the English servico, 
the Protestants at Lucerne could not obtain the same permission, and 
hence they were compelled to think of erecting a church of their 
own. A committee was therefore appointed, and, after having col- 
lected a considerable sum in their community, this committee asked 
for the assistance of their Protestant brethren in Switzerland and 
elsewhere ; and £4500 has been collected, chiefly through the gene- 
rous aid of the federal and cantonal Governments and of the Pro- 
testants in all the Swiss cantons—Zurich, Berne, and Basle standing 
foremost. The church now in course of erection is close to the 
Schweizerhof and the English Hotel, and will front the quay and the 
lake. As frequent complaints have been raised by English invalids, 
for whom the difficult access to the Roman Catholic church of Maria- 
hilf (up some sixty steps) made it impossible to attend Divine 
worship, the community hes granted the free use of this church for 
the service of their brethren of the English Church, which has often 
been attended by as many as 300 persons. The sum collected is 
some hundred pounds short of that required for the completion of 
this house of God; and it is intended shortly to make an appeal 
to English benevolence to make up the deficiency. The church was 
designed by Mr. Ferd Sta¢'or, of Zurich. 











PYRAMIDICAL STRUCTURE ON BOSWORTH FIELD. 


THE curious pyramidical structure over “King Richard’s Well,” 
here represented, is situated, rather romantically, in a meadow on 
the southern slope of Bosworth Field, about two miles and a half 
south by south-west of the town of Market Bosworth, Leicestershire. 
It is 12 feet square, and about 10 feet high, and is built of rough- 
hewn dark stone with wide mortar joints. Though absurd enough 
in itself, it permanently marks a spot of deep historical interest, 
being associated with an event of memorable and great national 
importance ; for it covers a little pool of water, of which, according 
to tradition and the Latin inscription contained on a stone slab 
(2 feet 2 inches long by 1 foot 1 inch deep, built in the recess), both 
the unfortunate Monarch and his charger (and doubtless many other 
combatants) partook in the fight before making his last infuriated

ersonal attack upon Henry, in which last dash of desperate bravery 
Richard III. fell, overpowered by numbers. This was doubtless his 
last draught. 
The water, which tastes brackish, is only about a foot deep, 
reached by two steps, and does not appear to be a “well, either 
in the popular or scriptural sense, but may be simply a ———_ 
of rain water. If it is a spring, however, it never seems to overflow 
and run away, although near is certainly some indication of a former 
channel. The stone opposite the entrance may be ancient, and was 
probably used to put vessels to contain the water on, and as a seat. 
On the ridge above the hedge shown fine views are obtained of the 
tower and spire of Bosworth Church and “‘ Bosworth Hall,” the seat 
of Sir Alex. B. C. Dixie, Bart., with its park of deer and magnificent 
forest of oak. At the hall, and in Leicester Museum, are still seen 
memorials of the celebrated struggle of which this somewhat eccen- 
tric-looking structure acts as an humble and lonely memorial. The

Latin inscription, which is said to be the production of the pen of 
Dr. Parr, runs thus in capital letters :—

With due deference to the writer and his elegant Latin, it may 
admit of a question whether “‘ puteo ” is quite the word here, unless 
in those days there actually was a well here ; and from the fact of the 
King having literally worn a crown in the fight, might not coronA be 
more pointed and expressive, taken both literally and figuratively ’ 





GIGANTIC ROPEWALK IN THE INTERIOR OF RUSSIA. 


WHEN the late Emperor Nicholas asked the American traveller 
Douglas what he thought of Russia, that gentleman replied that 
in the rest of Europe he had seen the past; in Russia he beheld 
the future. This must appear to 
be the case to any person who is 
in a position to watch the giant 
strides which Russia is making in 
industrial undertakings. Une 
cannot, however, form a correct 
notion of Russia and the Russians 
by running from Petersburg to 
Astrachan, vid Moscow, Nishny- 
Novgorod, Kazan, and Saratoff, 
performing the usual sight-seeing, 
and picking up, in a defective 
translation, a few legends and 
native (sometimes imported) anec- 
dotes. This MM. Custine and 
Dumas have done; they have, to 
be sure, produced entertaining 
books, but they afford us very 
little real information. Among 
many other things which have 
escaped the notice of travellers in 
Russia may be mentioned the ex- 
tensive chemical works of MM. 
Oshkoff and Malintine, situated in 
the middle of an almost imper- 
vious forest, forty versts from the 
district town of Yelabooga, on the 
Kama ; and the immense rope- 


from one inch to twenty inches in circumference. The steam- 
engine, contained in a brick building at the northern extremity 
of the works, is of 60-horse power nominal ; it was made at the St. 
Rollox Foundry, Glasgow, and the rope machinery by Mesers. 
R. and J. Jarvie, of the same city. Five thousand tons of cordage 
and cables can be turned out annually at this factory. The engine 
power is not confined to twisting the ropes ; it also drives several 
steam saws and planes. One of the two managers of the concern is 
an Englishman, the other is a Scotchman. The annual con- 
sumption of cables and cordage on the Volga amounts to 
between 17,000 and 18,000 tons, all formerly made by hand, 
and badly made. These works are situated three versts from 
the left shore of the Volga, on the River Sheksna, famous for its 
sterlet, so much sought after by Moscow and Petersburg epicures, 
and which had the honour of being sung by the “‘ Russian Nightin- 
gale,” Dershavin, who is said to have been passionately fond of 
this really delicious fish. A few hundred yards from the rope- 
walk —_ is being constructed for the landing of corn, many 
thousand cargoes of which find their way every yoar into the 
granaries of Mr. Nicholas Michelovitch Juravieff, the hospitable 
proprietor,who is not only a very enterprising manufacturer but one 
of the most eminent corn-merchants in the interior of Russia, and 
the owner of numerous steam-boats and almost innumerable lighters 
on the Volga. The View which we engrave was taken by an amateur 
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walk near the town of Ribinsk. = 
This latter establishment was es 
visited in the August of last year = = 
by a correspondent (P. B——d, 
of Kazan University), and he was 
struck, not only with the magni- 
tude of the building, but also 
with the high finish of the 
machinery and the perfect work- 
ing of its various parts, and the 
excellent quality of the articles 
produced. This enormous wooden 
edifice was erected in 1858. Its 
length is 310 sagenes or 2170 feet, 
by 56 feet in width. It is two 
stories high. In the two upper 
lofts the hemp yarn is spun by 
means of thirty spinning-wheels, 
at which two hundred and forty 
spinners are employed, the hem 
being previously dressed an 
hackled for their use. Altoge- 
ther about 500 men are occupied 
on the premises. The lower or 
und floor contains four rail- 
ways for hauling out the strands 
and laying ropes of any size, 
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THE DUEL IN THE SNOW. 


WE this week present an Illustration of the scene from Mr. Fitzbal,’s 
new piece, ‘‘Christmas Eve,” at Drury-lane Theatre, founded on

at the French Exhibition. It represented, as our readers will recollect, 
the result of a duel at daybreak in the Bois de Boulogne, in which 
the principals were a pierrot and a man dressed as an Indian 
masquerader ; in fact, attired as such characters who had repaired 
to the spot in their festival costume to settle a quarrel which had 
occurred during the night at the bal masqué. We have already 
explained how Mr. Fitzball bas interpreted this incident, and 
described the ingenious plot which he has invented in order to lead 
up to such a catastrophe.

MILFORD HAVEN. 


Tux town of Milford is situated on the sloping banks of a bay on 
the north shore of Milford Haven, about six miles from the entrance, 
and lies between two inlets from the haven called Pills ; the western 
one, across which the View on page 280 is taken, being called 
Wubberston Pill, and the eastern one Castle Pill. 

Milford Haven was founded by 
Charles Greville, to whom the pro- 
erty was bequeathed by Sir Wm. 
Fiamilton, during whore lifetime 
it was visited by Lord Nelson, 
who pronounced Milford Haven 
to be one of the finest harbours 
inthe world. Mr. Charles Greville 
devoted many years to the object 
of developing its capabilities, and 
his successor, the late Colonel 
Greville, persevered in the same 
course, which was continued by 
his widow, the late Counters of 
Mansfield, during the minority of 
her son, the present proprietor. 
Here was first established the 
Government dockyard. Owing, 
however, to some difficulties in 
arranging about the property the 
Government moved their estab- 
lishment to Pembroke Dock, tour 
miles higher up the haven, where 
quays and warehouses were 
erected, and several shipbuildiog- 
yards established. 

The utter want of land commu- 
nication to Milford, when railways 
were being constructed to every 
other available port, prevented 
its taking that place as a com- 
mercial town, for which its water 
facilities so eminently fitted it, 
and the Irish mails, which had for 
many years started from Hakin, 
were moved to more accessible 
points of departure. Many years 
after railway communication had 
established other routes, thx 
South Wales Railway Company 
began by degrees to approach 
Milford Haven, but their pro 
gress was slow and circuitous, 
and it is only within com- 
paratively a few years that the 
line t Neyland, opposite Pem- 
broke Dock, bas been opened. 

The present proprietor of Mil- 
ford, the Hon. Robert Fulke Gre- 
ville—firm in the conviction that 
that town was the best site for 
commercial docks and the best 
point of departure for the whole 
of our western traffic— obtained an 
Act for a railway from Johnston 
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station, on the South Wales line, to Milford; and this railway, exe 
cuted by the Messrs. Lucas, isnow nearly rea/y for being opened. In 
addition to this Colonel Greville obtained, in 1857, an “‘ Improvement 
Act for the district, including the towns of Milford and Hakia, and 
constructed, at his own cost, viaducts and opening bridges across the 
two piers, as well as the pier (reen in the Viows) extending upwards 
of 700 feet into the Haven. These latter works wore executed by 
Colonel Greville’s architect, Mr. F. Wehnert; but as, since the 
obtaining of the Railway Act, the enormous increase in the size of our

and the rocky coast of Anglesea, so fatal to the Royal Charter and 
vreceding wreck. ee 
, As the capital for the proposed works does not exceed £140,000, 
and the arrangements are based on economic principles, it may be 
anticipated tbat mercantile enterprise will secure the establishment 
of there works prelimin: to the greater development of the 
nurces of this celebrated haven. 

ay ~ bis ‘‘ Report on the Eligibility of Milford Haven for 
Ocean Steam-ships and for a Naval Arsenal,” has enumerated all tho 
conditions which would govern the value of a harbour for the floet, 
the establishment of a grand arsenal and dockyard, and a safe port 
for the arrival and departure of the large mercantile steamers. He 
bas traced the progress of artillery from the siege of Constantinople 
by Mohammed II, in 1453 to the production of Armstrong’s gun, and 
bas in a manner predicated the successful results of Whitw#orth’s 
artillery ; he has given a comparison of the English and French 
navies ; reviewed the dockyards of both nations, and pointed out 
the facility with which the English dockyards and arsenals could be 
destroyed ; and,,having briefly described the artificial harbours of 
refuge commenced in 1847 at Dover, Alderney, Jersey, Portland, and 
Holy head, their areas, their capabilities, and their cost, he concludes 
his report in the followin, ragraph :— 

“ The statements which ve been made of the areas and depths 
of water of the several harbours com d with Milford Haven show 
that it contains as great an area of deep-water anchorage at low 
water as the aggregate of Plymouth, Portland, and Holyhead; that, 
when some millions have been expended on artificial harbours, Mil- 
ford Haven, unaided by improvements, will stand out far superior to 
them all; that its easy access, at all times of tide, through an 
entrance which can be readily fortified with the most poworful 
ordnance ; its great rise of tide—its connection with the local dis- 
trict—the nature of its shores, so well adapted for extending dock- 
yard works in the most ine sive manner, and on a site free from 
danger from attacks with shells—claim for it that pre-eminence 
which Lord Nelson predicted, in theconsideration of the best means 
of extending most rapidly and economica'ly the efficiency of that 
mercantile marine and those naval bulwarks which are the prido and 
safeguard of her Majesty's dominions.”

MONETARY TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK. 
(From our City Correspondent.) 

NorwitnstanpinG that the market for Home Stockshas been very sensitive 
during nearly the whole of the week, owing, in some measure, to the policy 
of the Emperor of the French in reference to the annexation of Savoy and 
Nice, no change of importance has taken place in the quotations, and, on 
the whole, they bave ruled tolerably firm. The purchases of Money Stock 
have not increased, but the supply in the hands of the jobbers is evideatly 
smnall, in a comparative sense. 

The demand for money has continued somewhat active, both at the Bank 
of England and in Lombard-stheet. The rates of discount have, conse- 
quently, been well supported. ‘‘ Out of doors” first-class commercial bills 
have been done at 83 to 4; three months’, at 4 to 4}; four months’, at 4} to 
4}; and six months’, at 44 to 5 per cent perannum. The supply of m —z 
arising from the heavy payments lately made iuto the Exchequer, is only 
moderate ; but, no doubt, when the dividend payments are commensed that 
it will increare considerably. In the Stock Exchange the rate for loans on 
Coneols, for short periods, hes ad vanced to four per cent.

SHOW OF CAMELLIAS. 
AN exhibition of magnificent camellias has been held during the 
past week at Messrs. Milne and Co.’s (late Chandler’s) nursery, in 
the Wandsworth-road, Vauxhall. The house in which they are 
exhibited is about 200 feet long, 18 wide, and 14 high. This nursery 
has been celebrated for the last fifty years for the t number of 
healthy and full-grown plants which it has produced. It was from 
this stock that some of the best varieties have been raised from 
seed—such as Chandlerii, Elegans, Edimix, Formosa, Corallina, and 
others of that class. The main border of the house is planted with 
numerous large specimens from 10 to 12 feet high, some of them 


furnished with at least two thousand flowers and buds each, and these, 
on entering the house at one end, have a striking effect. Some of the 
flowers on the plants measure from 5 to 6 inches in diameter. 
On the front orm and interspaces of the large trees are thou- 
sands of fine, healthy plants in pots covered with flowers and buds, 
forming one brilliant mass from the ground to the top of the house. 
On walkin g round the nursery we observed numerous pots and nurse- 
houses filled with ten or twelve thousand young plants, all in fine 
health and cues forward in succession. This splendid show has 
been daily visited by numbers of the nobility an gentry, and the 
camellias will continue in fine bloom for another week.

Com by Electrical Incandescence.” These experiments were uncer- 
taken in the hope that the slow decomposition of compound gases by tle 
long-continued passage of clectric sparks might be effected by the spaik 
current of the induction-coil of Ruhmkorff, with such rapidity and pre- 
cision as to furnish a simple ex ental illustration of relations with dif- . 
ficulty attainable by other methods. Among the many gases examined, aa 
with various success, were ammonia, cyancgen, carbonic acid, atmospheric 
air, marsh gas, olefiant gas, sulphuretted and carburetted hydrogen, and 
hydrochloric acid. This number of the journal contains the exccedingly 
useful indexes. of the-titles of chemical papers in British and foreign 
journals published in 1859. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


Professor Owen's tenth lecture on Fossil Reptiles comprehended a descrip- 
tion of the peculiar structure and dentition of the orders Crocodilia aud 
Lacertilia (lizards). The former order is represented in our times by the 
gharrial or gavial of the Ganges (living mostiy on fish), the croc , and 
the alligator, who dwell near rivers and marshes. The ancient crocodiles 
—— &c ) appear to have been more adapted for an oceanic life 

rocodilian remains abound in England, especially on the south coast—the 
Isles of Wight and Sheppey, &c. About two hundred years ago the remains of 
a huge crocodile were discovered at Whitby by a Quaker, who had travelled, 
and who recognised their similarity to the gharrial. They are now in the 
British Museum. Among the Lacertiliathe professor especiaily dwelt upon 
the mosasaurus, a huge specimen of which, with a cranium five feet long, 
was discovered and excavated by a surgeon in the chalk of St. Peter's 
Mount, Maestricht, and which was claimed by the ecclesiastical authorities 
of the city, and eventually seized by the French in 1796, and conveyed to 
Paris. A cast of this cranium was li ly presented to the British Museum. 
The French, during the siege, abstained from firing on the quarter where 
the mosasaurus was located. 

Professor Owen, in bis eleventh lecture, on Tuesday last, after describing 
the peculiarities of the great lace-lizard of Australia, and other fossil 
remains of the order Lacertilia, entered upon the consideration of the 
order Chelonia (comprehending the tortoises of the land, and the marine 
and fresh-water } The structure of the roof and flooring (as the 

fessor termed them) of their remarkable portable habitation was fully 

scribed, with refercnce to both recent and fossil specimens ; and the car! y 
traces of their footmarks in the triaesic sandstones were adverted two. 
Chelonian remains abound in Britain ; and more species of true turtle have 
left their remains in the London clay at the mouth of the Thames thin 
now exist in the whole world.

The lecture concluded with the exhibition of the remarkable crosses (alter- 
nately white and black) produced by a ray of light sent through a piece of 
Iceland spar placed between two plates of tourmaline. 

Mr. Maxwett T. Masters delivered the Friday evening discourse ‘“‘On 
the Relation between the Abnormal and Normal Relations of Plants”—Sir 
Benjamin Brodie, President R.S., in the chair. The object of the speaker 
was to show the difficulty, and in many cases the impossibility, of drawing 
any definite line between what is considered to be natural and what un- 
natural in plants.

Chancellor, and Lord Cranworth disagreeing with him, and Lord

t was supposed that, in order to carry out that which the noble 

apd learned Lords seem to think their mission, an adjournment would 

nave been asked for to enable the absentee Lords—Lyndhurst, 

Brougham, and St. Leonards—to continue the discussion by telegraph. 

There seems to be some reason why the question of the ballot 
should always be disposed of in Parliament before dinner. This 
year we had that subject before both Houses on consecutive even- 
ings. What the Lords haveto do with the matter, so far as its 
initiation is concerned, Lord Teynham, perhaps, can explain ; but, 
at any rate, their Lordships are entirely in accord with the Com- 
mons in thinking that the mover of any resolution on this subject 
is to be allowed to prance about on his hobby for an hour or so, 
then that somebody is to pooh-pooh or laugh at the whole busines, 
as the case may be, and then the inevitable majority on the 
division. Not that Lord Teynham “ prances,” be it understood. 
Listening with one’s eyes shut to that noble Lord, one would fancy 
that one was listening to a spiritual Peer, supposing that, say 
Bunyan, had been made a Bishop. But it is only justice to say 
that his matter was in admirable contrast to his manner. 
any one know the reason why a Peer who is standing behind the 
woolsack, or, being a layman, is located on the Bishops’ bench, 
when a question is put, is said to be technically out of the House, 
and his vote is disallowed? or why is it that when in eithsr House 
a discussion intervenes between the division and the declaration of 
the numbers Peers and members speak sitting, and with their hats 
on? Both these circumstances occurred in the Lords the other night. 
The editor of Notes and Queries has reason to be acquainted with 
the practice of the Upper House: will he favour us with a solution 
of this custom? 

Mr. Henry Berkeley is an accomplished joker of jokes, for he has 
the merit—a great one—of preserving the utmost gravity himself 
while he is setting his audience in a roar. His jests, when discussing 
the ballot, however, are arguments, and there is no doubting his 
earnestness, which, if even long attention to the question has rendered 
acquired, has now risen to the height of reality. On the present 
occasion, however, it seemed as if he was out of heart. It is true 
there was an evident disposition on the part of the majority of 
the House to treat the matter more than evdtuanily as & 
sham fight. This was signified at the very start. Itis Mr. Berkeley's 
custom, owing to his lameness, when he delivers his ballot speeches 
to stand on the Opposition side of the table, at the place usually 
occupied by Mr. Disraeli, so as to be able to lean on the large box 
which stands there. On this occasion Mr. Disraeli was in this place, 
and, when Mr. Berkeley was called on, that gentleman popped before 
the leader of the Opposition so suddenly that Mr. Disraeli, roused 
from his invariable reverie (real or assumed), started away with such 
a frightened re and countenance that a burst of laughter was 
only inevitable. The tone of the debate was taken at once ; and, as 
Mr. Berkeley was unusually serious and did not provoke the House 
to laugh with him, they took it into their heads to laugh, not exactly 
at him, but at his subject; they grew impatient, and, for the first 
time, were rude and intolerant of new members and maiden speeches, 
though, truth to say, there was something so tempting in the assump- 
tion and conceit of one débutant, accompanied as it was by a 
ludicrous lisp issuing from the folds of a thick beard, which con- 
veyed to the vexed ears of the audience only a few pretentious 
platitudes, that this once they might be excused for deviating from 
their usual generous co’ to aspirants. Lord Palmerston happily 
caught the spirit of the hour, and played humorously enough with a 
topic which the general tone the debate had taken justified, the angry 
scowls of Mr. Bright notwithstanding. Two standing dishes of the 
Session—Maynooth and the Ballot—have now been disposed of, and 
both in a more summary manner than ever. 

What is to be said about the Reform Bill?

of this present writing, the debate has been a sham, without the 
merit of being a great sham.

minutes more an audacious young senator repeated the cabalistic 
words, and this time with a successful result. Can the House of 
Commons be said to be in a hurry to increase the franchise after 
this? What significance in the fact of a Reform Bill counted out ! 

Perhaps this shadowy record of the recent doings of Parliament 
ought not to close without mention of one circumstance—we allude 
to the introduction of the first measure of the law reform of the 
Government by Sir Richard Bethell. Apart from the merits of the 
plan proposed, there was one universal tribute of admiration at the 
mode in which the honourable and learned gentleman conveyed his 
scheme to the House. For clearness, precision, for that persuasive- 
pess which follows the earnest but calm delivery of truths and the 
enunciation of sound principles—for comprehensiveness of state- 
ment, and for dealing tactically with details—nothing has been heard 
in the House equal to Sir Richard's speech for many a long day. 
A test of its merits is to be found in the fact that every one listened 
to it, though the subject was not one to attract everybody; and, 
though in reality an address that occupied some time, it was at its 
conclusion supposed to have been rather short than otherwise. We 
have been informed that a more romantic tribute has been paid to 
this speech than has been often rendered to any other, inasmuch 
as some member of the fourth estate was heard to say that it was 
absolutely a pleasure to report it. 





A VISIT TO THE ROYAL HOSPITAL OF BETHLEHEM. 


ONE very gloomy Saturday afternvon in the October of the year last 
ast a swift Hansom cab bore the present writer from the London- 
ridge terminus to the portals of Bethlehem Hospital. At Brighton, 

an hour and a half before, I had left beautiful autumn weather ; 

graceful araazons careering along the cliffs; pretty little yellow- 
haired children paddling with their tiny toy-spades among the 
sand and shingle, or staring at the porcelain acrobats and india- 
rubber balloons in Mr. Chassereau’s shop. From this Capri of 
delights were but a roar and a rattle, a few tunnels, and thirteen 
shillings to pay. Then the fog took possession of the train and its 
inmates. then came floating the raw rime that rusts beards and 
moustaches; and we felt in all its severity the grim, uncompromising, 
marrow-chillirg, mind-depressing London October weather. A fit 
~~ indeed, for a visit to Bethlehem. 

© stood (I had a companion) before the great iron entrance- 
gates, looking on a vast smooth lawa of which the close-shavenness 
offered some fantastic analogy, to my mind, of a rigidly-cropped 
madman’s head. The grim perspective ended with that sweeping 
fagade and stately cupola familiar, as to its exterior, to most 

London-bred men, but the secret of whose interior is as unknown to 

the majority of dwellers in the great city aa the inside of Temple 

Bar or the White Tower. Many a time, as a child, have I wondered 

whether they kept the mad folks in that lofty dome—they making 

the roof ring with their shrieks. Not, therefore, was it without an 
indefinite feeling of perturbation that I awaited a response to our sum- 
mons on the gate-bell. An answer soon came, however ; and acomely 
matron admitted us to the precincts of London’s oldest and most 
important lunatic asylum. e were permitted to pass along the 
graveled walk skirting the lawn, and anon found ourselves beneath 
the peristyle of the hospital. The entrance-hall and staircase are 
of noble proportions, and remind one far more of the vestibule of 

a West-end club than of the lobby of a madhouse. In vain, tco, did 

I look for Cibber’s famous statues; but my companion informed me 

that, as a last vestige of the dark, coercive Bedlam days, they had 

been banished the hospital, and removed, as mere relics, to the South 

Kens‘ngton Museum. In their stead I saw on the staircase a vigorous 

though untinished painting of ‘‘The Good Samaritan”’ by an afflicted 

artist who has been for years a patient on the ‘‘ Government side” 
of the hospital. 

Pending the arrival of Dr. Hood, the skilful ani benevolent 
physician to Bethlehem Hospital, to whom we were accredited, 
and to whom we had sent our cards, we were ushered into a 
spacious ne overlooking the lawn, and serving as a board- 
room for governors of the institution. Over the chimney there 
is a geometrical-looking portrait—I should say a Holbein, or an 
excellent copy from that master—of the eighth +» Then there 
is a portrait of Sir Peter Laurie. Sir Peter is the beloved president 
of the hospital; and all round the walls are the armorial bearings 
blazoned on convex bosses, with frames elaborately carved and Bilt 
of the several presidents of the Royal hospitals, from the Tudors’ 
times to those of our gracious Lady Queen Victoria. But we have 
still some little time to wait, and there cannot be a better time than 
this, I think, to interpolate a few remarks bearing on the historical 
antecedents and actual organisation of this remarkable eharity. 

Simon Fitz-Mary, sheriff, gave, A.D. 1246, certain lands in St. 
Botolph-without-Bishopsgate for the foundation of a priory of 
canons, brethren, and sisters of the order of the Star of Bethlehem. 
Simon the Founder’s lands were on the spot afterwards known as old 
Bedlam, now Liverpool-street, Moorfields. It is described as an 
hospital, and was taken under the protection of the City in 1546, and 
in the same year Harry of the six wives, having in vain endeavoured 
to sell the freeholds of the lands and tenements to the Co ion, 
made a virtue of necessity, and gave them in “‘ frankalmoigne "—a 
free gift forever. Hence, I prosume, the portrait of the obese bene- 
factor over the marble mantel in Bethlehem’s councilchamber. The 
hospital had been an asylum for lunatics since 1402. 

hese Hospital Priory buildings escaped the Great Fire, but, 
becoming dilapidated, were in 1675 6 demolished, and a new Bedlam 
built on ground (leased by the governors of the Corporation) on the 
south side of Moorfields. It was somewhat of a grand affair, archi- 
tecturally, was designed by Robert Hooke, and cost £17,000. The 
posterns of Hooke’s Bedlam gates were surmounted by those stone 
figures sculptured by Gabriel Cibber of which I have alread spoken 

In George the Second’s time two additional wings for le 

patients were erected. The average number of inmates was 150, 

and the hospital is described as consisting chiefly of two immense 

galleries, one above the other, divided in the centre by two iron 
gates—the male patients on one side, the females on the other, 


There were also some outpatients or persioners, demented but not 
raving, and known as ‘‘ Tom o’ Bediams,” who wore metal plates on 
their arms, and were suffered to wander about the strects and beg, 
Furthermore, to the shame of the eighteenth century be it confessed 
that Bedlam Hospital was, till the year 1770, one of the lions of Lon- 
don. The public were admitted for a wretched fee, which yet 
bi t in a considerable annual rovenue, to see the madmen “all 
alive,” just as they were enabled to see the wild beasts in Exeter 
pews | or, as a few — = the wag ol and men about town 
used to make u) ies of pleasure to see women flogged in the 
courtroom at Badewell.* r 

In 1799 the hospital (which bad been built on the shifting rubbish 
of the City Ditch, and in the short space of sixteen months) was 
reported be desperately unsafe. It tottered on, however, till 
1810, when the site was exchanged for eleven acres in St. e's - 
fields, The first stone of the present building was laid in 1812, and 
new Bedlam was completed in 1815. T'wo wings, for which the 
Government contributed £25,144, were built for the criminal luna- 
tics, of whom the governors of the charity have the unwelcome 
charge. More new buildings and the dome were added between 1838 
and 1845; and the present structure is three stories high and 897 
feet in length. The dome is 150 feet in height from the d. 
The improved system of management was introduced in 1816; the 
system, indeed, main'y inaugurated at the Bicétre and Charenton 
during tho first Empire by the benevolent Pinel. The new system 
of managemens did not come befcre it was needed. ‘The treatment 
of the insane up to the period named had been almost incredibly dis- 
graceful. A narrative, even in outline, of the atrocities daily and 
hourly committed on the helpless patients in the Hospitals of Bedlam 
and St. Luke—outrages only surpassed, if surpassed they could be, 
by those wreaked on the miserable wretches confined in private 
asylums—would pollute this page. It is consoling to know that this 
new building in St. George's-tields has never nm the scene of 
horrors similar to those recorded in the dismal and obsolete 
blue-book I speak of. I am glai to quit the ugly theme 
to find myself once more in the boardroom with its evidence of the 
present, its furniture of the past, and, this time, with Doctor Hood 
at our elbow, and ready, not to gratify an idle curiosity, but to assist 
me in the performance of a steady and serious task. Quidnuncs and 
sightseers are by no means welcome as visitors to this abode of the 
saddest sorrow with which the Almighty in His mysterious wisdom 
has visited his creatures. The visitors admitted to inspect the es- 
tablishment by favour of the governor, the president, treasurer, or 
physician, or by order from the Secretary of State, rarely exceed 
a yearly average of 500, and a large proportion of these consist of 
distinguished foreigners, statesmen, scientific men, and the like. 
There must be, indeed, something very worthy of inspection, and 
much from which hints may be taken in the present condition of 
Bethlehem ; for the uncompromising statistics of the Registrar- 
General tell us that here the average mortality is seven per cent. In 
other asylums the patients die at the rate of from thirteen to 
seventy-two per cent. 

It is to be borne in mind that Bethlehem is not strictly a pauper- 
lunaticasylum. The inmates are either criminal or unfortunate; the 
objects of a special care or of a special mercy; and, while the slightest 
evincemert of a wish for healthful employment is cheerfully met by 
the authorities, there does not seem to exist that feverish desire to 
utilise the patients —to make them “ worth their salt,” as it were, which 
is painfully palpable in some county institutions. In Bethlehem 

ose who are able and willing are supplied with light and pleasant 
occupation about the house. A patient of whose terrible attempt 
twenty years since all the world has heard is the cleverest painter 
and grainer in the establishment, and a general ‘‘ handy man ;” but 
no attempt is made to force the inclinations of the patients, or to set 
them irksome tasks ; and a sedulous, though to them invisible, super- 
vision takes place to avert the occurrence of accident from the 
dangerous tools and implements they may use while working at their 
trades or in the garden. 


THE FEMALE GALLERY. 

I have described this before the male gallery, as it is in many 
respects more interesting, and exhibits in a more remarkable degree 
the benefits derived from the absence of coercion and the substitu- 
tion of amusements and light employments for a dull and rigorous 
restraint. The first femalo ward P visited was occupied principally 
by patients who were approaching convalescence, and it was easy to 
discern an approach towards sanity not only in the elegance and 
cheerfulness of the decorations, but also in the recreations and 
occupations of the denizens of the place. There is nothing 
absolutely repulsive in the rooms devoted to the most refractory 
patients ; but there isa marked and indispensable difference between 
their abode and the gallery of which I am now speaking. The lar, 
Illustration gives a faithful and graphic idea of the scene presented. 
The long vista is crowded—though not inconveniently—with little 
trifles and nicknacks of comfort and refinement. Flowers, 
artificial or natural, are to be found on every table. Further orna- 
mentation has been resorted to in the wag of climbing and trailing 
p'ants, and in the interval between each window is either a bust or a 
print neatly framed and glazed, or a cage containing a singing-bird. 
The quantity of handsome busts and engravings distributed t rough 
the whole of the wards is as surprising as their presenco is satis- 
factory. The engravings are the gift of the late Mr. Graves, 
the eminent publisher, of Pall-mall. The authorities of Bethlehem 
Hospital cannot be too highly commended for this introduction 
of an artistic element that mitigates and well-nigh nullifies the 
depressing influences of the place. The very whitewash neces- 
—_ for health and cleanliness is tempered to a cheerful hue, and 
picked out here and there by streaks of red or blue. Verily this was 
the last place where! should have expected to have seen in beneficial 
operation the prismatic canons of Mr. Owen Jones. In the centre of 
the gallery wall there is a complete aviary full of joyously-caroling 
birds; and these little songsters seem to 8 much power in 
raising the sometimes drooping spirits ond soothing the troubled 
minds of the unhappy persons who dwell here. Heaven knows to 
what green fields, what sparkling streams, what chequered shades of 
brake and thicket the silver notes of the birds take back their poor 
wool-gathering minds! Heaven knows what dim and confused 
memories—reminiséences without a beginning or an end, or per- 
chance with a middle and no commencement or termiuation—are 
awakened by the sight of these pictures and birds ! 

From the side facing the line of windows lead at intervals the 
sleeping apartments. The doors of these rooms are kept locked 
during the day, in order that the patients may not be for one moment 
exempt from the kind and sisterly vigilance of the attendants. 

_I should entreat the reader to bear in mind that the Illustra- 
tions me to this narrative are not set and studied pictures of 
Bethlehem in its holiday garb, but merely truthful representations of 
things taken as they came, and of the every-day aspect of the place, 
As our artists found things, so and simply they depicted them. Of 
the advancing figure in the immediate foregrouni of the female 
gallery it may not be inexpedient to say a few words. She is a 
patient, and is hastening to the dining-room, b some little 
delicacy of extra diet which has been ordered by the physician for one 
of her companions. At a glance the spectator will be impressed with 
the hurried and preoccupied aspect which characterises her, and 
with the anxious and almost agonised expression which ies her 
countenance. This poor young woman labours under delusion 
that she is approaching the table of the Lord, that she will be too 
late, and that in consequence her soul will be lost. Whenever she 
sees the physician, or a stranger, she assails him with questions and 
entreaties, all bewildered and semi-incoherent, but all ng on that 
awful errand and that dreadful doubt. But I am bidden to forbear. 
Of every figure depicted in this varied scene some charac- 
teristic trait might be given, some stranger auecdote ted; but 
the reflection that almost every patient in Bethlehem Hospital will 
see this Journal and look on these pictures is sufficient to cause me 
to hold my hands and definitively to avoid personality. Let me hint, 
however, that the majority of the female patien’s hyve been either 
governesses or maid servants. Over-study with the former, religion—
